It's mourning in (gay) America

B y 10 p.m. the presidential hopes of 
John Kerry and the desire of the gay 
community to see a change in leader¬ 
ship seemed severely diminished as 
the 500 people gathered outside Har¬ 
vey’s bar in the Castro for an election night 
rally filtered home. There wasn’t much rea¬ 
son to continue the street party. 

Already, the crowd had been told 10 state 
referendums banning gay marriage had 
passed, the Republicans had a lock on both 
houses of Congress, and President Bush ap¬ 
peared ready to claim victory in Ohio, and 
with it, the White House. 

As the organizers of the rally, at the insis¬ 
tence of the police, began breaking down 
their sound stage and video screen, at the last 
minute out lesbian Carole Migden, a newly 
elected state senator, took the microphone 
and finally gave the crowd a reason to cheer. 

“Do not despair! I will not concede. I do 
not believe these numbers,” yelled an excited 
Migden, who has waited two years - while 
serving on the state Board of Equalization - 
to return to the Statehouse where she was a 
powerful assemblywoman a few years ago. “I 
don’t know what’s wrong with Ohio. We left 
Ohio; you don’t move to Ohio. I don’t care 
how they are voting in Ohio. We are going to 
set the pace in California.” 

Only hours after winning her race in a 
landslide, the combative Migden already had 
set her sights on Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger and assisting openly gay As¬ 
semblyman Mark Leno’s (D-San Francisco) 
attempts to pass a progay marriage bill next 
year. 

“We are going to take on Arnold,” bel¬ 
lowed Migden r as people in the crowd shout¬ 
ed “Secession,” realizing when they woke up 
Wednesday Bush would likely be celebrating 
a second term in office. 

[Kerry conceded Wednesday morning.] 
Even by 9 p.m. performers and speakers at 
the rally were bracing the crowd for another 
four more years of Bush while finding rea¬ 
sons to celebrate.

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Agencies reduce wait 
time for crystal users

T he wait for a gay man in San Francisco 
to receive help battling crystal meth ad¬ 
diction has been all but eliminated, 
health officials and leaders of two agen¬ 
cies report. 

Anticipating that new campaigns this fall 
highlighting the negative impacts of crystal 
use would drive up demand for substance 
abuse services, health officials increased 
funding to the Stonewall Project and New 
Leaf: Services for Our Community in order 
to increase both agencies’ ability to meet de¬ 
mand for their services. 

Steven Tierney, the health department’s 
director of HIV prevention, said that the 
funds will “support activities which will 
eliminate the waiting list for speed using 
clients.” 

At Stonewall, Executive Director Michael 
Siever said his agency’s budget to provide 
outpatient substance abuse treatment to gay 
men who use crystal meth has nearly dou¬ 
bled this fall, from $155,000 to $305,000. The 
health department’s HIV prevention section 
gave Stonewall an additional $100,000 in 
funding and the sexually transmitted dis¬ 
eases prevention section gave an additional 
$50,000. 

“Between that and having some interns, 
it means the waiting list is down to a low 
level. We used to see 25 to 30 people and now 
we see up to 60 people,” said Siever. 

At New Leaf, the HIV prevention section 
gave the agency an additional $50,000 this 
year. 

“We don’t have a waiting list,” said Steven 


Harlow, the agency’s director of substance 
abuse services since June. “It’s been a while 
since we retained a waiting list. We changed 
the program a little bit so, for a year, there 
has been no waiting list.” 

Though Harlow added, “We could still 
use more funding to take on additional 
clients.” 

Harlow, who did not have exact figures 
for the agency’s total substance abuse bud¬ 
get, said people calling in for services, at the 
most, might have to wait a week. 

Both agencies have also added weekly 
drop-in groups for people who want to seek 
help but may not be ready for more inten¬ 
sive counseling services. At New Leaf, the 
agency has begun two new weekly drop-in 
groups, one specifically for men have sex 
with men and another for both men and les¬ 
bians. 

The all men’s group has been running for 
several months and averages 10 to 16 men 
each week. Before coming to the group, 
clients must contact the agency to sign up 
and must agree not to use crystal for 24 
hours prior to the meeting. 

“It is also the first step for anyone who 
wants to come into services. If they come 
three times then we will schedule them for 
an intake. There is no waiting list for that, we 
will get them in the next week for an intake,” 
said Harlow. 

Currently, the agency is able to see 120 ac¬ 
tive clients at any given time and is reassess¬ 
ing its program to see if it can increase ca¬ 
pacity. New Leaf offers an intensive outpa¬ 
tient program and its support groups are 
open-ended, with no time restraints on par-

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Tom Ammiano wins 
outright in District 9

- i he two gay District 9 supervi¬ 
sor candidates’ election night 
campaign parties could not 
have been more different. 

At the more sedate get-togeth¬ 
er for incumbent Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano, old guard progressives, 
nibbling sushi and Buffalo wings 
and sipping cocktails, filled the 
redwood paneled, cozy Mission 
Street Savannah Jazz Club. 

By about 11 p.m. Tuesday 
night, Ammiano had over 50 per¬ 
cent of the vote while challenger 
Miguel Bustos garnered about 18 
percent. The results were the first 
round of ranked choice voting, but 
Ammiano won his seat outright, 
according to unofficial returns. 

Renee Saucedo, who made 
news when a campaign volunteer 
shouted antigay epithets in front 
of Bustos’s headquarters last 
month, came in second, according 
to unofficial returns. 

Ammiano, enjoying a jazz trio 
and open mic vocalist while sit¬ 
ting in a booth with his daughter, 
received congratulations. 

“I feel pretty good. It’s been a 
long campaign,” said Ammiano. 

His granddaughter, Justice, 
turns 4 next month. “I always buy 
her the wrong size,” he said. 

“I want to finish up with solar 
energy, universal health care - my 
two priorities,” he said. 

Ammiano authored a solar 
power ordinance, a low-cost fi¬ 
nancing program for residents 
and businesses providing installa¬ 
tion and financing of photovolta¬ 
ic systems. The city assists resi¬ 
dents in terms of application and 
permitting, locating vendors, and 
consumer protection. About 150 
homes applied for the panels. 

Ammiano’s supporters were 
excited he won. 

“I consider him one of the

most important politicians, the 
closest thing we have to a progres¬ 
sive Democrat,” said Paul Fenn, a 
solar power activist, but not a Dis¬ 
trict 9 resident. “I hope he be¬ 
comes president. No connections, 
just radical commitment. There’s 
very few politicians with balls like 
his, massive political courage.” 

“I’ll tell you right now, Tom’s 
support for the Jamestown Com¬ 
munity Center, he got vans to 
make it accessible for kids to get to 
other neighborhoods,” said Betty 
Pazmino, who worked with the 
late Tim Curbo, Ammiano’s part¬ 
ner. 

Jamestown is a grassroots edu¬ 
cation and recreation center for 
kids ages 8-18. 

Wednesday marked the 10- 
year anniversary of Curbo’s death 
from AIDS, and the birthday of 
his daughter, Annie Jupiter-Jones. 

“I remember him very strong¬ 
ly,” said Ammiano. 

“During the whole dot-com 
boom and crash families got evic¬ 
tion notices. Tom was right there,” 
Pazmino said. 

Things weren’t so bright at 
Bustos’s headquarters, where fam-

ily supporters and wildly diverse 
neighborhood residents noshed 
on pizza and chow mein, among 
the purple and yellow balloons. 

“I’m proud that we ran a posi¬ 
tive campaign for our issues key to 
us: safety, clean streets, local busi¬ 
ness development. We talked 
about issues unique to the com¬ 
munity,” Bustos said. 

“I’ve learned a lot about peo¬ 
ple, about political machines. 
They’re out there,” he added. 

Barring another run for office, 
his campaigning experience could 
still prove useful, he said. 

“If not me, then sharing that 
information with others. Life 
doesn’t change,” Bustos said of his 
immediate and long-term politi¬ 
cal plans. “I’m still here.” 

A lady weeped on someone’s 
shoulder on the back patio. 

“I think we need a new direc¬ 
tion,” said Slim Graff, Bustos’s 
eighth grade teacher who walked 
precincts and did phone outreach. 
“I appreciate his attention to the 
whole district.

Moore wins seat on 
Berkeley council

arryl Moore, an openly gay 
African American, won a 
seat on Berkeley’s City 
Council Tuesday, November 2, 
making him one of only two out 
black men to hold public office in 
California. 

A former Peralta Community 
College board member, Moore 
opted not to seek re-election this 
year and instead run for the open 
District 2 seat on the city council. 
As of Wednesday morning, he had 
garnered 2,487 votes versus his 
opponent, Sharon Kidd, who re¬ 
ceived 1,033 votes. 

“I am glad that it is over. I am 
happy, elated that we won,” said a 
tired Moore on Wednesday, after 
staying up till 3 a.m. watching the 
presidential election results. 

Moore becomes the second out 
person on Berkeley’s council, 
where openly gay Kriss Worthing¬ 
ton'has served for years. Moore’s 
district covers West Berkeley, 
which runs south along Universi¬ 
ty Avenue to Oakland and west 
from Sacramento Avenue to the 
bay. It is home to 12,000 residents 
and is where Steamworks, the gay 
men’s bathhouse, is located. 

The main issues in his race 
centered around public safety and 
affordable housing. Economic de¬ 
velopment also played a key fac¬ 
tor, and Moore credits his experi¬ 
ence volunteering on several local 
organizations as to what gave him 
an edge in the race. 

“I was very involved in West 
Berkeley, volunteering on several 
boards and commissions such as 
public works and zoning. I also

worked with the West Berkeley 
Foundation which gives funds to 
nonprofits, and the West Berkeley 
Neighborhood Development Cor¬ 
poration,” he said. 

As he joins the council, Moore 
is also resigning his city position 
as a senior budget analyst and will 
be looking for a part-time job. As 
a councilman, he will work part- 
time and be paid $21,000 a year. 

Moore becomes the second out 
black man to win elective office in 
the state, following the successful 
bid by Ron Oden to become 
mayor of Palm Springs. He also 
joins a growing list of out elected 
officials in the East Bay, where 
LGBT politicos also serve in Oak¬ 
land, Emeryville, and Hayward. 

“I am probably the first openly 
gay African American elected to 
office here in the East Bay,” said 
Moore, who celebrated his ninth 
anniversary with his partner, 
Bradley Johnson, in September. T

I n the race to represent District 
| 5 on the San Francisco Board 

of Supervisors, LGBT candi¬ 
dates Bill Barnes and Robert Haa¬ 
land, awaited preliminary election 
results Tuesday night surrounded 
by friends and supporters. Be¬ 
cause San Francisco’s new ranked 
choice voting for the supervisor 
races requires the winner to re¬ 
ceive more than 50 percent of the 
vote - a process which may take 
several counts - final results for 
this election could take several 
days. 

“If this is ‘instant’ I’d hate to 
see the long method,” said one 
Haaland supporter who had gath¬ 
ered with others at Trax bar on 
Haight Street to watch the nation¬ 
al election returns and anxiously 
phone in to campaign volunteers 
at City Hall for District 5 updates. 

From the looks of it, the nail 
biting will continue for at least the 
short term. As of press time, Haa¬ 
land was in second place, so the 
second and potentially third pass 
of ballot counts will determine the 
result of this election. Haaland 
was perhaps the most patient of 
his group. “Kerry has to wait for 
it,” said the candidate, “why 
shouldn’t we?” 

Candidate Ross Mirkarimi was 
in first place after the first round 
results were released.

“I think we had a much larger 
crowd than we had last year,” said 
District 8 Supervisor Bevan Dufty, 
who walked the streets till 3 a.m.

One change from years past, 
during the Saturday night party 
police officers also instituted an al¬ 
cohol ban and confiscated any 
open cans or bottles from the 
crowd. 

“I was not aware that was hap¬ 
pening,” said Dufty, who also hit 
the streets that night till 1 a.m.

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Gay celebrities 
urge community 
to tackle depression

had Allen, a television star 
in the 1980s, and Greg 
Hal Louganis, an Olympic gold 
medal diver, share more than just 
a life before the public eye. Both 
gay men suffer from depression 
and are urging the LGBT commu¬ 
nity to talk openly about the con¬ 
dition. 

“I didn’t come here because I 
am an expert. The bottom line is I 
am a guy and I suffer with this 
thing,” said Allen during a forum 
last Wednesday, October 27 at the 
LGBT Community Center. “My 
idea of strength was not talking 
about the way I feel inside. What I 
am learning is the opposite is true.” 

In his early teens, Louganis had 
his first bouts of depression. In his 
melancholy, the boy who would 
go on to win six Olympic medals 
for platform and springboard div¬ 
ing tried to kill himself. 

“Someone who commits sui¬ 
cide is dying of sadness. As a kid I 
was sad. I knew I was different, 
that is why I made suicide at¬ 
tempts,” said Louganis. “I was the 
sissy they called a faggot.” 

By the age of 16 he had com¬ 
peted in his first Olympics. In tak¬ 
ing silver, he failed to stop his 
coach’s record as a two-time gold 
medalist from being usurped by 
an Italian diver who won three 
gold medals. 

“I went there to win, not to 
take second. I thought I was a 
loser,” he said. “It took a long time 
before I could hold that medal 
with pride.” 

Allen and Louganis are not 
alone in suffering from depres¬ 
sion, according to medical ex¬ 
perts. Gay men and lesbians suffer 
from higher rates of depression 
than the general population. To 
break the silence about depres¬ 
sion, the Gay and Lesbian Medical 
Association, the Association of 
Gay and Lesbian Psychiatrists, and 
GlaxoSmithKline have launched a 
public campaign to encourage gay

men and lesbians not to be afraid 
of admitting they are depressed. 
More than 125 people attended 
the talk in San Francisco last week. 

“Depression isn’t the same 
thing as feeling blue. We all have 
days of feeling blue. Clinical de¬ 
pression is something you just 
can’t snap out of,” explained Dr. 
Ellen Haller, the director of the 
adult psychiatry clinic at the Uni¬ 
versity of California at San Fran¬ 
cisco and the current president of 
the Northern California Psychi¬ 
atric Society. “Most people with 
clinical depression have suicidal 
thoughts. Fifteen percent die from 
this condition, that is a tragedy be¬ 
cause this is a treatable condition.” 

In the United States, Haller, 
who served on the board of the 
Association of Gay and Lesbian 
Psychiatrists, said 22 percent of all 
women and 13 percent of all men 
suffer from depression. In les¬ 
bians, she said it is twice as com¬ 
mon and for gay men, it is two to 
three times more common. 

For most people, with the right 
treatment, depression should not 
be a debilitating disease, said Dr. 
Stan Yantis, a local psychiatrist 


and a clinical assistant professor at 
UCSF’s volunteer faculty. 

“In treating depression we see 
enormous improvement to the 
point we can almost say for some 
people it is curable or for some 
people very manageable,” said 
Yantis. “I often don’t use the word 
depression with my clients. I use 
the word depletion. In a sense you

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O n the national level, Tuesday’s elec¬ 
tion was dismal for LGBT voters. 
After a long night, President Bush 
won re-election; Democrat John Kerry con¬ 
ceded the election Wednesday morning. The 
Kerry camp was confident earlier Tuesday 
when exit polls showed him winning sever¬ 
al states, but as the night wore on it became 
apparent that the exit polls were again poor 
indicators, perhaps more so than in 2000. 

Meanwhile, control of the U.S. Senate re¬ 
mains firmly in GOP hands. The upsets in 
close Senate races never materialized for the 
Democrats. While the party picked up seats 
in Illinois (where Barack Obama easily de¬ 
feated homophobe Alan Keyes) and Col¬ 
orado (where beer magnate Pete Coors 
failed), it lost South Dakota and the states 
in the South. The House of Representatives, 
not surprisingly, also gained GOP seats. 

Most disappointing to our community, 
constitutional amendments banning same- 
sex marriage passed in all 11 states where 
they were on the ballot - even in Oregon, 
which had beat back antigay ballot measures 
several times and went for Kerry in the pres¬ 
idential race. Marriage equality took a right 
hook to the chin, as the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force’s Matt Foreman stated. 

Oregon came closest to defeating the 
amendment, known as Measure 36, thanks 
to the $2.8 million raised and spent by the 
No on 36 campaign - but it was not enough. 

Court fights loom, perhaps to end in 
successful legal challenges. And perhaps het¬ 
erosexual unmarried couples will come to 
realize how discriminatory these amend¬ 
ments are. In eight of the 11 amendments, 
the language goes beyond marriage and 
seeks to forbid the recognition of civil 
unions and domestic partnerships. Gay and 
non-gay families alike may lose benefits and 
suffer other hardships, Foreman noted. 

The Michigan amendment will put at 
risk domestic partner benefits for gay and 
straight employees of the state’s major pub¬ 
lic universities. The same is true in Ohio and 
Utah. In Georgia, Lambda Legal Defense 
and Education has already announced that 
it will challenge the validity of the amend¬ 
ment in court. 

But this election tells us - while some 


may not want to admit it - that we need to 
examine our options. 

One area in which the polls were right 
was the public’s homophobia and obsession 
with so-called moral values. In Ohio, the 
number one issue was the economy, but 
coming in at number two were moral issues 
like same-sex marriage. The Christ¬ 
ian right sees this election as a land¬ 
slide and by winning a majority 
of votes, Bush can claim a man- , 
date for the next four years. 

There were record numbers of 
voters who basically cast ballots to 
“stop the faggots from taking over the 
country.” “We have to stop those people 
from destroying o up way of 
life,” was how they voted - and 
it showed. 

Democrats will look long 
and hard at Tuesday’s results, and we need 
to look closely at the party. Will it sacrifice 
gays in order to win in the future? The com¬ 
munity needs to be aware of that possibili¬ 
ty. The party will not regain control of Con¬ 


gress or the presidency as long as the values 
debate favors the Republicans. Voter 
turnout was there for the Democrats, but 
not for issues like abortion, parental notifi¬ 
cation, and equal rights for gays. As long as 
these wedge issues are part of the political 
landscape, Democrats can’t win. Change 
will require a conscious effort by the party 
to shift the electorate’s way of thinking, 
and that will take years. 

The community needs to watch 
Democrats at the national level. We’re 
betting that the legislative work of the 
Human Rights Campaign just got a lot 
more difficult. But gay leaders need to 
t face this new reality immediately, 
and not keep their heads in the 
sand, like the ostrich in that 
lame John Kerry commercial. 
The gay community needs 
to decide whether to cut its losses and pull 
back, perhaps for the next decade. One 
thing is certain after Tuesday’s disastrous 
elections, the strategy that was employed 
this year failed miserably. T 
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What you need to know about 
domestic partner law AB205

H It E most everyone’s attention late- 
ly has been on the issue of same- 
W W sex marriage, it behooves us to 
note that effective January 1, 2005, regis¬ 
tered domestic partners in California will 
have new rights and responsibilities toward 
each other regardless of their marital status. 
Family law will be applied to all couples that 
are registered as domestic partners and 
knowing what that entails truly matters. 

Foremost among the changes is that for 
registered domestic partners, if they should 
split up — and certainly we hope they won’t 
but the possibility does exist and should be 
considered - community property will be 
applied to the dissolution between the reg¬ 
istered domestic partners. This applies re¬ 
gardless of whether the partners want it to 
or not, unless they execute agreements to 
the contrary or dissolve their domestic part¬ 
nership prior to January 1, 2005. 

AB205, as the new law is known, will 
confer on registered domestic partners 
many of the rights and obligations that are 
available to married couples. Included 
among these are the following: 

• The right to receive an interest in prop¬ 
erty regardless of whether you are on title; 

• The right to petition for support upon 
the dissolution of the relationship, a current 
right to the income of each spouse regard¬ 
less of whether you are the wage earning 
spouse, clearer definitions of parentage; 

• The right to take a community share of 
the estate of a deceased partner, mutual re¬ 


sponsibility for debts incurred during the 
relationship as well as a heightened duty to 
disclose to the other, all assets and debts. 

Moreover, registered domestic partners 
may have duties to put their partner on no¬ 
tice prior to making certain financial deci¬ 
sions if those decisions affect the equity of 
property or businesses. 

One of the greatest benefits that come 
from the passage of AB205 is clarity. Often¬ 
times when non-married partners termi¬ 
nate their relationship, there is little cer¬ 
tainty of the outcome. Frequently, ex¬ 
pensive legal battles have resulted, 
which have turned on the discretion 
of the court, not on hard and fast 
rules. With AB205 in effect, howev¬ 
er, if a couple does not wish to have 
the Family Code apply, they can 
opt out by executing a prenuptial 
agreement. 

Whether we like it or 
not, the fact that there is a 
system in place that de¬ 
fines what will happen in the event of a dis¬ 
solution allows couples to better plan for 
their family. No longer will parents be 
forced to adopt their own child. No longer 
will the non-working partner face no in¬ 
come upon dissolution of the relationship. 
No longer will the matter be forced into civil 
court, which is often hostile to gay couples. 
Instead, relationship dissolutions will be ad¬ 
judicated in the Family Court. 

The passage of AB205 is a great step for¬ 
ward toward the recognition and preserva¬ 
tion of our families. But, we know that it is 
not enough. Until federal recognition of 


same-sex marriage occurs, we are subject to 
these legalities: 

• We are not be able to transfer retire¬ 
ment funds to our partner at dissolution 
without incurring tax penalties; 

• We do not have Social Security for our 
partner if they are the “stay at home” part¬ 
ner. We cannot transfer to our partner at 
dissolution the property without tax conse¬ 
quences; 

• Support cannot be paid by one party 
to the other without potential of tax liabil¬ 
ity by both the payor and payee. 

• What AB205 does not do is equalize 
the tax benefits of a marriage or help in im¬ 
migration. 

Lastly, there are several mat¬ 
ters that are still unclear, i.e., will 
this affect property acquired 
prior to the effective date of the 
statue (January 1, 2005)? 
Do earlier agreements be¬ 
tween registered domestic 
partners need to be re-af- 
firmed in order to qualify as a prenuptial 
agreement? Some of those questions will 
not be answered until there is litigation or 
amendments by the Legislature. Careful 
planning is extremely important, especially 
until all the wrinkles have been ironed out. 
T

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‘Lesbian’ still dirty word

I n the intense media coverage 

that followed John Kerry’s 
1 non-outing of Mary Cheney, 
there was almost no analysis, even 
in the LGBT press, of the senator’s 
choice of the word “lesbian” in¬ 
stead of “gay.” But, in fact, Mary- 
gate, as some have called the 
brouhaha, clearly illustrates a dis¬ 
turbing truth - that many Ameri¬ 
cans are still deeply uncomfort¬ 
able with the spoken “L word” and 
feel more at ease with the term 

“gay” 

A few mainstream commenta¬ 
tors did touch on the significance 
of Kerry’s word choice. The Wash¬ 
ington Post’s Hank Stuever made 
reference to the fact that Kerry 
stumbled over “luh-luh-lesbian” - 
a term, Stuever said, that “makes 
Americans feel kind of ooky. The 
word summons up some outdat¬ 
ed, maternal plea - Couldn’t you 
wear a skirt just this once? Your fa¬ 
ther is running for office.” Maybe 
closer to the point, commentator 
Peter Kurth wrote that 
“you’d have thought .Kerry 
had accused Mary Cheney of 
stealing Christian babies and 
drinking their blood. Cer¬ 
tainly, the response of the 
Cheney family and their 
minions would sug¬ 
gest that they think 
the label of ‘lesbian’ 
amounts to 
really, really 
bad news.” 

Interest¬ 
ingly, CNN reported that, at the 
moment Kerry uttered “lesbian,” 
uncommitted voters in a focus 
group in Tempe, Arizona, quickly 
turned their dials to indicate their 
disapproval; I can almost hear 
their gasps. Consider, too, some of 
the telling phrases that right¬ 
wingers applied to Kerry’s refer¬ 
ence to Mary - “low blow” 
(William Saflre in the New York 
Times), “insult” (Robert Novak in 
the Chicago Sun Times), and 
“cheap and tawdry” (Lynne Ch¬ 
eney to a group of supporters). “I 
cannot think of a single instance 
where a presidential candidate has 
talked about his opponent’s child 
in such a way,” said White House 
spokesperson Scott McClellan 
(emphasis added). Columnist 
Ruben Navarrette Jr. dubbed 
Kerry “an insensitive brute” for a 
comment he unbelievably com¬ 
pared to use of the “N-word.” 

When you think about it, the 
word “lesbian” is actually rarely 
used outside of our own commu¬ 
nity. We see the word in print 
often enough - the search engine 
Google gives 33 million hits to 





Lesbian Notions 


“lesbian,” and just under 6 million 
to “gay woman” - so there’s some¬ 
thing about the actual verbalizing 
of the word that causes jitters. 

Within our own ranks, for ex¬ 
ample, celebrity women are 
known for coming out by an¬ 
nouncing that they’re gay, 
not lesbian. Ellen De- 
Generes gave one reason for 
why the “L word” is so reviled, 
with her self-hating remark 
to Diane Sawyer that “les¬ 
bian” sounded like a dis¬ 
ease. Rosie O’Donnell 
conspicuously pronounced 

_ herself “the 

gay parent,” 

_ instead of 

“the lesbian 
parent.” And even the TV show 
about lesbians is discreetly named 
The L Word, in a nod to the un¬ 
speakable nature of the actual 
term. 

Similarly, straight politicians - 
when they deign to mention our 
community in public at all - usu¬ 
ally steer clear of “lesbian,” choos¬ 
ing the presumably nicer-sound¬ 
ing, all-inclusive term “gay.” In¬ 
deed, just a week earlier, when 
John Edwards spoke in the vice- 
presidential debate about Mary 
Cheney as “gay,” Dick Cheney 
thanked him for his “kind words.” 
Not surprisingly, “gay daughter” 
was Cheney’s own word choice 
when he publicly acknowledged 
Mary’s sexual orientation. 

Why all the discomfort over a 
word with roots in ancient 
Greece? Arguably, “lesbian” is 
more in-your-face than “gay” - to 
begin with, it has two more sylla¬ 
bles, so it takes longer to say and 
is therefore harder to ignore. 

But also, did you ever notice 
that you have to flick your tongue 
a little to say it? Which brings us 
to the heart of the matter: Al¬ 


though in queer culture “lesbian” 
signals an identity that extends 
beyond sex, in mainstream culture 
it suggests two women together in 
an overtly sexual way, triggering 
straight male lust and rendering a 
perfectly good word lascivious. If 
you think I’m overreaching, just 
plug the word into various online 
search engines, where it brings up 
oodles of Web sites with names 
like “Lesbian Sluts” and “Her First 
Lesbian Sex,” feeding heterosexual 
male fantasies about scoring with 
two women at once or watching 
teenage girls do the deed. 

In fact, the sexual undercur¬ 
rent of “lesbian” is probably the 
reason many of us have never 
heard our family members say the 
word. When my sexual orienta¬ 
tion is referenced at all in my fam¬ 
ily, I am always called “gay.” (In the 
past, though, they occasionally 
used “feminist” as a euphemism 
for “lesbian” - anything not to say 
“it.”) 

On an unconscious level, then, 
many Americans probably heard 
something dirty when Kerry chose 
the word “lesbian” over “gay” - 
something akin to “Mary Cheney 
is a muff diver,” or various other 
explicit phrases I can’t write here. 
And we can blame the sullying of 
“lesbian” on our male-dominated 
culture, which still doesn’t under¬ 
stand why two women would ever 
be together - unless it’s for male 
titillation, or because they are, 
sadly, just too ugly or butch to get 
men of their own. ▼

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Democrats to keep 
control of state BOE

1 ith the election this week 
of state Board of Equal¬ 
ization Chairwoman Ca¬ 
role Migden (D) to the 
3rd District state Senate seat (re¬ 
placing termed-out John Bur¬ 
ton), it appears that the balance of 
power in the powerful five-mem¬ 
ber BOE will remain with De¬ 
mocrats, with a 3-2 majority. 

Four of the five BOE members 
are elected in different regions of 
the state based on population and 
the fifth member is the elected 
state controller - in this case, 
Steve Westly, a Democrat. Cur¬ 
rently, Migden’s chief deputy is

Betty Yee, a respected civil ser¬ 
vant and viewed as a particularly 
well-qualified replacement. The 
state Constitution calls for Yee to 
replace Migden when she leaves 
office, probably December 6 when 
the Legislature meets to swear in 
its newly elected and re-elected 
members. 

Specifically, the Constitution 
states, “When a constitutional of¬ 
ficer vacates an office in mid¬ 
term, California statute (Govern¬ 
ment Code 1775) expressly states 
the chief deputy shall discharge 
the duties of the office.” This pro¬ 
vision has been in effect since 
1978, and since that time there 
have been a number of mid-term 
constitutional vacancies. Howev¬ 
er, if the governor should choose 
to nominate a candidate for that 
position, the Legislature has 90 
days to take action; if a majority of 
the members of either the Assem¬ 
bly or state Senate votes against 
the nominee, the nomination of 
the governor would then fail. 
Since control of both houses of 
the Legislature are in Democratic 
hands, it would be highly unlikely 
that Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, a Republican, 
would risk his already question¬ 
able political capital with Democ¬ 
rats in the Legislature by nomi¬ 
nating a Republican to replace 
Migden, and even more unlikely 
that those Democrats in the Legis¬ 
lature would cede partisan control 
of the powerful tax board without 
exacting a Very hefty compromise 
from the GOP governor. 

With Yee replacing Senator- 
elect Migden the state BOE will 
remain in control of the Democ¬ 
rats, but even if the governor 
could somehow get a possible 
GOP nominee confirmed, which 
is very unlikely, the Republican 


would have a near-impossible task 
of retaining the seat in the 2006 
election in a district where De¬ 
mocrats outnumber Republicans 
2 to 1. The BOE seat that Migden 
will soon vacate stretches north to 
Del Norte at the northern tip of 
the California border to Santa 
Barbara in the south and repre¬ 
sents approximately 10 million 
residents.

and other Democratic figures in 
what was obviously a blatant at¬ 
tempt to play down his Green 
Party ties and suggest a Democra¬ 
tic Party alliance. Couldn’t find a 
photo of yourself with Ralph 
Nader, Ross? 

Poor Arnold: The same day he 
travels to Ohio in an attempt to 
save George W. Bush’s political 
ass, the governor gets slapped with 
yet another libel suit by a former 
British TV host, Anna Richard¬ 
son, who accused the hands-on 
governor of fondling her breast 
during a December 2000 taping of 
an interview for her late-night TV 
show about movies. Richardson is 
the second woman to bring legal 
action against Arnold 
Schwarzenegger since the recall 
election last year. In July, a Los An¬ 
geles judge dismissed the other 
case, filed by former stuntwoman 
Rhonda Miller, who had accused 
the politician-actor of sexual ha¬ 
rassment. In Great Britain, ac¬ 
cording to legal experts, the stan¬ 
dard of proving libel is easier than 
in the U.S. Here, it is up to the 
plaintiffs to prove that the al¬ 
legedly defamatory remarks were 
false, but in Britain the burden 
shifts to the accused, who must 
defend the truth of such state¬ 
ments. 

Then there’s the conservative 
radio talk show host out of Sacra¬ 
mento who’s no longer an Arnold 
fan, blaming the governor for not 
helping Bush enough: “He’s a lib¬ 
eral Democrat... this is a governor 
who promised us the sun, the 
stars, and the moon, and gave Us 
the exact opposite.... I don’t think 
he really cares if Bush wins or 
loses,” said Mark Williams of 
Sacramento’s KFBK (1520 AM), 
'according to the Sacramento Bee. 
Williams was referring to 
Schwarzenegger’s trip to Ohio on 
the prez’s behalf. Williams, refer¬ 
ring to Schwarzenegger’s con¬ 
tention that Democratic wife 


Maria Shriver withheld sex for 
two weeks after his pro-Bush 
speech to the GOP convention, 
also speculated about the bed¬ 
room fallout if Bush were to win 
Ohio Tuesday. “That’s it; he’s not 
getting anything for the rest of his 
life.” 

And while we’re still on 
Arnold, it’s barely a year into his 
new job and the governor is pub¬ 
licly acknowledging that his ambi¬ 
tions may indeed not end in 
Sacramento. In an interview 
broadcast on CBS’ 60 Minutes 
Sunday, the Austrian-born gover¬ 
nor said he favors a constitutional 
amendment to enable foreign- 
born citizens to run for president. 
“Yes, absolutely,” Schwarzenegger 
said. “Why not? With my way of 
thinking, you always shoot 
for the top.” 

Now you see him 
(no, you didn’t): Bill 
Jones, the GOP 
nominee against Sen¬ 
ator Barbara Boxer 
(California), became 
the first major Califor¬ 
nia candidate 
in more than 
40 years not to 
air a single TV 
commercial (hey, money well 
saved, Bill). 

And even as his 2000 vice pres¬ 
idential running mate, Winona 
LaDuke, endorsed Democrat 
John Kerry for president, Ralph 
Nader, the aging, bitter maverick, 
stayed in the race until the very 
end. Last week, Nader, 70, ram¬ 
bled through a 90-minute press 
conference, trashing the “two- 
party electoral dictatorship of this 
country” and calling President 
Bush “a chicken hawk, draft- 
dodging, messianic militarist pre¬ 
siding over a no-fault govern¬ 
ment.” Incidentally, Nader ap¬ 
peared on the ballot in 34 states 
and the District of Columbia in 
Tuesday’s election, and despite all 
his anti-Bush rhetoric, all the guy 
lacked in reality was the wearing 
of a “Bush-Cheney” lapel pin. 

I’m reading the latest results 
along with everyone else, but I’m 
hoping that GOP multimillionaire 
Assembly candidate Steve Poizn- 
er’s attempt to blatantly buy the 
21st District Peninsula seat fails. 
Poizner dropped a whopping $5.8 
million of his own money into the 
contest, and Democrat Ira 
Ruskin’s $1.9 million was 
dwarfed by Poizner’s scandalous 
spending. 

Meanwhile, troubles keep pil¬ 
ing up for beleaguered Secretary 
of State Kevin Shelley; a recall 
campaign is brewing among 
Sacramento Republicans, state 
Senator Debra Bowen (D-Mari- 
na del Rey) has announced she 
will challenge him in 2006, and 
even his longtime Democratic 
friends are saying things that don’t 
help. Former San Francisco Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Terence Hallinan 
(who served with Shelley on the 
Board of Supes) to the Los Angeles 
Times: Shelley is “an aggressive 
politician who has a tendency to 
kind of run over people, particu¬ 
larly employees. Lots of politicians 
do that, but then when he gets 
damaged, it makes people more 
reluctant to go to his aid.”

When asked about his race, 
Haaland said, “I’m incredibly 
proud that we produced the most 
honest and genuine campaign run 
in District 5. Our most important 
message was beyond identity pol¬ 
itics, we expressed a campaign 
that mattered to everyday people.” 
Potentially becoming the coun¬ 
try’s first elected transgender per¬ 
son, Haaland drew national atten¬ 
tion to the race. 

The mood at Trax was definite¬ 
ly mixed, as some volunteers jubi¬ 
lantly congratulated Haaland on a 
strong showing, and others sat 
glued to the presidential election 
returns moving increasingly for 
President Bush, unable to hold 
back their tears. 

Over at Temple bar on Polk 
Street, many in the Barnes camp 
conceded his loss to the frontrun¬ 
ners, but remained upbeat. Waving 
at the monitors displaying nation¬ 
al election returns, Barnes sup¬ 
porter Tom Radulovich said, “Even 
with this backdrop, we need to re¬ 
member we’ve seen progress in 
this country. Bill’s campaign and 
the District 5 race has been proof 
that queer candidates make strong, 
viable contributions to elections in 
America.” Radulovich was unchal¬ 
lenged in his race to remain on the 
BART board of directors. 

Barnes was happy with his 
campaign, and as an HIV-positive 
gay man of color, he was pleased 
with the support he received 
throughout the district, particu¬ 
larly in the Western Addition 
neighborhood. “This was historic 
... and I’m proud to have shown 
that a progressive, LGBT candi¬ 
date can be competitive in com¬ 


munities of color,” said Barnes. 

Looking ahead, Barnes plans to 
remain politically focused, work¬ 
ing with the Democratic Party 
and advocating for the HIV-posi¬ 
tive community. 

Barnes said, “It looks as though 
the mayor’s tax increase proposi¬ 
tions will not pass - which means 
that tomorrow San Francisco will 
face a long list of budget cuts. I 


expressed discouragement that 
many voters and even political en¬ 
dorsement clubs seemed unaware 
of the effect rank choice voting 
will have on the outcome. Groups 
like the Harvey Milk and Alice B. 
Toklas Democratic clubs only en¬ 
dorsed one candidate in the Dis¬ 
trict 5 race, despite ballots that 
now allow voters to select their 
top three choices.

because two days later DeChavez 
was dead, murdered by a man he 
met on the Internet. 

Ong was one of three people 
who spoke at an emotional sen¬ 
tencing hearing last Friday, Octo¬ 
ber 29, for Brian Misquez, the 
man who stabbed DeChavez 27 
times in DeChavez’s El Cerrito 
apartment in July 2001. Both men 
were 22 at the time of the murder. 

As expected, Contra Costa 
County Superior Court Judge 


John Minney sentenced Misquez 
to 15 years to life, plus one year for 
the use of a knife. 

At the hearing, DeChavez’s sis¬ 
ter, Clare DeChavez, spoke first. 
She displayed a photo of her 
brother as she passionately spoke 
in a range of emotions from 
humor to sadness and anger. Mis¬ 
quez looked on, showing little vis¬ 
ible emotion. 

“He wasn’t just a brother to 
me, he was my best friend,” she 
told the court that was filled with 
more than a dozen of DeChavez’s 
friends and relatives. 

She and her brother were 


groups supporting him, and I like 
his work with the Tenant’s 
Union.”

roommates, often danced togeth¬ 
er to 1970s dance music, and 
loved to play Christmas music all 
year round, she said. Eerily, she re¬ 
called a discussion she had with 
her brother over the movie Titan¬ 
ic. They discussed how horrific it 
must be to die of drowning. But 
DeChavez told his sister that most 
of all, he didn’t want to die of stab 
wounds. 

“It kills me to think that he got 
stabbed more than two dozen 
times,” she told the court as her 
voice rose in anger. 

She discovered her brother’s 
dead body sprawled in their apart¬ 


ment when she returned home 
from work. 

“I will never forget the image 
of him when I came home, of him 
drowning in his own blood,” she 
said. 

Staring at Misquez, her voice 
raised in anger, she said, “To you 
Brian Misquez, the moment you 
killed my brother, you killed me 
too. And the only time I will for¬ 
give you is the time I will stop lov¬ 
ing my brother and that will be 
never.” 

Later, addressing her brother, 
she said: “For me, you’re perfect.

people.”

he San Francisco Police De¬ 
partment’s special investiga¬ 
tions division has no leads 
yet in an antigay graffiti incident 
at a South of Market leather store 
early Tuesday morning October 
26. 

Sometime between 6 a.m., 
when the last Mack Folsom Prison 
sex club employee left work and 
10 a.m., when an employee at A 
Taste of Leather store at 1285 Fol¬ 
som Street showed up for work, 
the door to the leather shop was 
marked with the 8 inch words 
“FAG,” “187” and a large 12 inch 
“X” in blue spray paint over the 
image of a leatherman. The num¬ 
ber 187 is the California Penal 
code section for murder. 

Daralt, 60, the store’s owner 
since 1988, reported the crime at 
12:30 Tuesday afternoon. Daralt, 
who uses only one name, said this 
is his store’s first such incident 
(aside from taggings on the steel 
roll down bullet proof door) he has 
encountered and that he has not 
been involved in any dispute that 
could have led to the incident. 

Although A Taste of Leather 
was the only business marked 
with antigay graffiti, the perpetra¬ 
tor apparently compulsively 
marked his work with thednitials 
“JJ” around SOMA with the same 
paint and handwriting, according 
to Daralt. 


“About six markings maybe, 
between 9th and 8th,” said Daralt, 
who photographed the damage 
after investigators left, and then 
removed the paint with graffiti re¬ 
mover. “He marked all the way up 
and down. 

“I’m not sure how it affected 
the employees. That’s one of the 
reasons I got it down as soon as 
possible. I didn’t want my cus¬ 
tomers to see that before they 
come in,” he added. 

The tagger specifically defaced 
the store’s iconic leatherman 
image by artist Rex, which Daralt 
said, “might suggest gay.” 

Property damage based on 
identity can leave victims feeling 
personally violated. 

“It just pissed me off,” said 
Daralt. “That some smart-ass 
punk thinks he can go around 
doing that - he needs a good slap.” 

“I don’t feel so intimated by it 
because I work in the Mission and 
I see JJ’s initials beside my door,” 
said Mack’s owner, Ken Neal, of 
his other business, Mission Creek 
Printers at 16th and Alabama 
streets. 

But police are investigating the 
incident at A Taste of Leather. 

“It’s troubling to me,” said spe¬ 
cial investigations Officer Mark 
Gamble, who is assisting the cur¬ 
rently overwhelmed hate crimes 
unit. 

“Nine times out of 10, it’s just 
young kids marking territory,” 
said Gamble. “But, they do a lot of 
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financial damage.” 

Police can only make a felony 
arrest if the perpetrator caused 
more than $400 in damage, ac¬ 
cording to Gamble. In the case of 
less costly damage, as was the case 
at the leather store, unless the of¬ 
ficers view a vandalism in 
progress, a property owner or 
anyone else can make a “private 
person’s .(citizen’s) arrest,” for mis¬ 
demeanor criminal mischief. 

“Catching them in the act is 
next to impossible,” said Gamble. 
“The officers most alert are station 
officers,” who catch the aerosol 
vandals while on patrol. T 
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Was gay marriage key to Kerry’s defeat?

T here was at least one huge 
difference between the pres¬ 
idential voting results this 
week and those of November 
2000: This time around, many 
pundits are pointing at gay mar¬ 
riage as a reason why President 


Bush has done so well. And their 
unspoken message is that Democ¬ 
rats may need to reassess where 
they stand on the issue. 

At 2 p.m. Eastern time 
Wednesday, Senator John Kerry, 
the Democratic nominee, conced¬ 
ed the election to Bush, even 
though the officially counted re¬ 
sults had not yet given Bush a 


clear victory in the Electoral Col¬ 
lege. Most media organizations 
were reporting that Bush had se¬ 
cured 254 electoral votes to 
Kerry’s 252. The New York Times , 
taking a more cautious look at the 
numbers, was reporting that 242 
electoral votes were supporting or 
leaning toward Kerry, while 227 
were supporting or leaning to¬ 
ward Bush. Both versions pivoted 
on unfinished results in Ohio and 
Iowa - which hold 20 and 7 votes, 
respectively. 

But long before Kerry’s conces¬ 
sion, political commentators were 
discussing the impact gay mar¬ 
riage had on the election. 

Ironically, Bush and Kerry held 
nearly identical views on same-sex 
marriage, especially during the 
last week, when President Bush 
said he supported civil unions. By 
then, both candidates opposed 
same-sex marriage and supported 
civil unions. The only difference 
in their positions was that Bush 
supported an amendment to the 
federal constitution to ban gay 
marriages, while Kerry supported 
amendments to state constitu¬ 
tions. 


But the Bush campaign suc¬ 
ceeded in leveraging public senti¬ 
ment against gay marriage, partic¬ 
ularly among the nation’s more 
conservative voters. 

According to exit polls con¬ 
ducted by a coalition of major 
media outlets, moral issues were 
identified as the “most important 
issue” to the largest percentage of 
voters. Twenty-two percent of vot¬ 
ers said moral issues were the 
most important issue, compared 
to 20 percent for the 
economy/jobs, 19 percent for ter¬ 
rorism, 15 percent for Iraq, 8 per¬ 
cent for health care, 5 percent 
taxes, and 4 percent education. Of 
those who identified moral values 
as their top issue, 79 percent voted 
for Bush, while only 18 percent 
voted for Kerry. 

Even as news organizations 
were fretting in the middle of the 
night over whether to put certain 
states - such as Michigan, Florida, 
and Wisconsin - in the Republi¬ 
can or Democratic columns, po¬ 
litical pundits, both liberal and 
conservative, were pondering the 
role of moral issues in the race. 

Political commentator David 
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Gergen, who worked for both 
President Reagan and President 
Clinton, suggested that sentiment 
against gay marriage was “under¬ 
neath” the numbers. Political talk 
show host Larry King said he 
thought gay marriage was illustra¬ 
tive of a “large cultural division” 
among voters. 

“God, guns, and gays,” said 
CNN Crossfire co-host Paul Be- 
gala, in summing up voter senti¬ 
ment. Begala and the program’s 
other liberal representative, James 
Carville, both seemed to concede 
that the Democratic Party’s open 
support for equal rights for gay 
people cost it a significant number 
of votes. 

But gay activists weren’t buying 
that assessment. 

“If you combine Iraq and the 
war on terrorism together, that’s 
the most important issue,” said 
Patrick Guerriero, executive direc¬ 
tor of Log Cabin Republicans, a 
national gay Republican group. 
“But clearly cultural issues were 
used effectively” by the Bush cam¬ 
paign, said Guerriero. 

U.S. Representative Barney 
Frank (D-Massachusetts) said the 
focus on moral issues and gay 
marriage in the analysis of the 
election is “troubling.” 

“It’s going to be a problem,” 
said Frank. “People are going to 
say that some of this gay stuff is 
part of the problem” for Democ¬ 
ratic presidential candidates. 
Frank said he believes gay mar¬ 
riage became a focus for many 
voters because of the tremen¬ 
dous media blitz that followed 
earlier this year when San Fran¬ 
cisco Mayor Gavin Newsom or- 
dere^Jie cjty to iss|ue marriage 
licenses to’gay couples, despite a 
state law that seemed to prohibit 
it. After Newsom took his action, 
a number of other towns and 
cities around the country fol¬ 
lowed suit. 

“I think we should have de¬ 
fended what we had in Massachu¬ 
setts,” said Frank, referring to the 
decision of the Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial Court that 
found the state Constitution re¬ 
quired that gay couples be able to 
obtain marriage licenses the same 
as heterosexual couples. “We 
should have defended Massachu¬ 
setts and showed people that their 
fears are ridiculous. Newsom 
playing to gay voters in San Fran¬ 
cisco was not helpful. It’s impor¬ 
tant for us to be more strategic in 
where and how we pick our fights 
and take into account how the op¬ 
position will use it.” 

Democratic gay activist Jeff 
Soref said he thinks it’s important 
gays not allow themselves to be 
scapegoated for Kerry’s loss. 

“This was not a national refer¬ 
endum on gay marriage,” said 
Soref, noting that collectively, 
most voters identified the econo¬ 
my, terrorism, and other issues be¬ 
sides moral values as their most 
important concern. 

“Moral values doesn’t mean 
us,” said Hilary Rosen, a longtime 
Democratic gay activist who 
heads up the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign’s marriage project. “The 
same exit poll showed almost 62 
percent favor some legal recogni¬ 
tion of gay relationships.” 

Asked about their support for 
legal recognition of same-sex rela¬ 
tionships, 36 percent of voters 
wanted “no legal recognition” of 
gay relationships, 35 percent sup¬ 
ported civil unions, and 26 per¬ 
cent supported same-sex mar¬ 
riages.

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GOP’s grip on Senate 
a loss for LGBTs

he Republican Party’s re¬ 
tention of control in the 
U.S. Senate is a greater loss 
for the gay community than the 
numbers show. 

Although two races have yet 
been called, at press time, it ap¬ 
pears that Republicans will enter 
the next legislative session with a 
55-seat majority, up four seats 
over the current 51 seats. Democ¬ 
rats will retain only 44 seats, 
down five. Independent Senator 
James Jeffords of Vermont was 
not up for re-election this year. 

What is especially troubling 
for gay interests in the Senate 
next year, observers said, is the 
loss of three seats held by sena¬ 
tors whose voting records on gay 
issues earned them a perfect 
score of 100 from the Human 
Rights Campaign. The most 
painful of these is Senate Minor¬ 
ity Leader Tom Daschle’s loss to 
former Representative John 
Thune (R) in South Dakota. 
While Daschle had been criti¬ 
cized by many gays for making 
harsh statements against gay 
marriage this year, his record of 
support was solidly pro-gay. 
Thune, in the House, had vigor¬ 
ously opposed gay interests and 
earned HRC’s worst possible 
score of zero. 

John Breaux, who retired from 
his seat representing Louisiana 
with a 100 rating from HRC, will 
be succeeded by Republican U.S. 
Representative David Vitter, who 
also rated HRC’s worst score for 
his voting record - a zero - dur¬ 
ing his two terms in the House. 

And, of course, John Edwards, 
who gave up his seat from North 
Carolina to run as Senator John 
Kerry’s Democratic vice presi¬ 
dential nominee, will be replaced 
by Republican U.S. Representa¬ 
tive Richard Burr, who has also 
earned a zero rating from HRC. 

The only bright spots for gays 
in the Senate races came in Illi¬ 
nois and Colorado. 

In Illinois, Democratic new¬ 
comer Barack Obama trounced a 
virulently antigay candidate, Alan 
Keyes of Maryland, who was 
transported to Illinois by Repub¬ 
licans in an effort to hang onto a 
seat given up by an incumbent 
with a zero record on HRC’s 
scorecard. While Obama has said 
he is undecided on same-sex 
marriage, he has also indicated he 
would oppose a federal constitu¬ 
tional amendment to ban gay 
marriage and that he supports 
antidiscrimination laws to pro¬ 
hibit sexual orientation discrimi¬ 
nation. 

In Colorado, Democrats eked 
out a victory with Ken Salazar de¬ 
feating Coors executive Peter 
Coors for the Republican seat va¬ 
cated by Ben Nighthorse Camp¬ 
bell. Campbell’s voting record on 
gay issues rated a very low 14, ac¬ 
cording to HRC. Salazar’s record 
on gay issues, however, is not un¬ 
blemished. Salazar, the state at¬ 
torney general, once said he was 
opposed to allowing gay people 
adopt children. But, he backed off 
from that stand during the cam¬ 
paign and has opposed a federal 
constitutional amendment ban¬ 
ning gay marriage. 

Two seats were not yet called 
as of press time, but the nearly 
final results suggest they will be 
going to Republicans. 



The most troubling of these, 
gay rights leaders said, is in Flori¬ 
da, where antigay attorney and 


former Bush administration offi¬ 
cial Mel Martinez, a Republican, 
held 50 percent of the vote in his 
bid to take the seat held by De¬ 
mocrat Bob Graham, who re¬ 
signed to run for president. Gra¬ 
ham’s voting record on gay issues 
rated a 71 percent rating from 
HRC. Martinez tried to paint his 
Democratic opponent, Betty Cas¬ 
tor, as a “patsy for the homosexu¬ 
al agenda” because she opposed 
Florida’s ban on gays adopting 
children. Castor also supported 
the Employment Non-Discrimi¬ 
nation Act, while Martinez sup¬ 
ports a federal constitutional ban 
on gay marriage. 

And in Alaska, it appears Re¬ 
publican incumbent Senator Lisa 
Murkowski will hold onto her fa¬ 
ther’s seat, despite a strong chal¬ 
lenge by the state’s pro-gay for¬ 
mer governor, Tony Knowles. At 
press time, Murkowski had 49 
percent of the vote, to Knowles’s 
45 percent. T 
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Gays and lesbians lose 
big on Election Day

ijp he political organizations of 
I the gay community, and 
much of the rank and file, bet 
heavily on the Democratic Party in 
this election and lost big time. 

It will be days, or perhaps 
weeks, before all of the votes are 
officially tallied and certified but 
the outline is clear - Senator John 
F. Kerry has conceded, President 
Bush has won re-election. Repub¬ 
licans have padded their majori¬ 
ties in both the House and Senate. 

Bush lost the popular vote in 
2000 by about a half million votes. 
This year, with turnout at an all 
time high, he reversed that and ap¬ 
pears to have piled up a popular 
vote of about three and a half mil¬ 
lion, more than 51 percent of votes 
cast. That is more than Bill Clinton 
managed in either of his elections. 

And Bush padded the electoral 


vote total as well. Still, the country 
remains virtually evenly divided 
in its political choices. 

Kerry was able to mount a com¬ 
petitive campaign in states rough¬ 
ly within the triangle stretching 
from Massachusetts to Minnesota 
to Washington, D.C., as well as the 
Pacific coast. The rest of the coun¬ 
try went strongly for Bush. 

Independent candidate Ralph 
Nader was not a factor this year, in 
contrast to his 2000 bid. Nader 
collected less than 1 percent of the 
national vote total, compared with 
3 percent in 2000. 

“This is a really tough defeat,” 
said Cheryl Jacques, president of 
the Human Rights Campaign. She 
said the community needs to keep 
things in perspective, “We are re¬ 
minded that this battle for equali¬ 
ty is not a question of if but when.” 

With regard to the rout on mar¬ 
riage amendments she said, “The 
moral is that we can’t win at the ballot 


box until we win at the water cooler.” 

LGBT voters cast 23 percent of 
their ballots for Bush in 2000 and 
most community leaders felt that 
number would drop precipitously 
this year. It did not. About 4 per¬ 
cent of all voters self-identified as 
LGBT in exit polls conducted dur¬ 
ing both elections and this year 21 
percent said they voted for Bush. 

Political science professor Ken 
Sherrill was mystified by the re¬ 
sults. “Why was there no change in 
either the direction or the intensi¬ 
ty of the vote?” he asked in a wide¬ 
ly distributed e-mail. That is one 
of the many questions that com¬ 
munity political leaders will have 
to ponder over the coming years. 

Jacques said they “were trying 
to get our arms around that” and 
will continue to analyze that fac¬ 
tor; “it is a very hard fact to fath¬ 
om.” She attributed it to some 
LGBT voters giving greater weight 
to non-gay issues. T

I knowledged before Novem¬ 
ber 2 that most of the state 


constitutional amendments to 
prohibit same-sex marriage were 
going to pass. 

They were right. 

Advocates had hoped to create 
a psychological firewall by defeat¬ 
ing at least one and hopefully sev¬ 
eral of those measures. They failed 
in all 11 states that had the mea¬ 
sures on the ballot. 

Most of the effort to defeat an 
amendment was focused on Ore¬ 
gon, where fighting a series of anti¬ 
gay referendums over the last 
decade had created a strong politi¬ 
cal infrastructure of volunteers, 
voter lists, and fundraising capacity. 

It came up short, as 57 percent 
of voters supported the amend¬ 
ment, according to the results 
available at press time with about 
90 percent of precincts reporting. 

This occurred even while John 
Kerry was rolling up a solid 52 
percent victory in Oregon. It sug¬ 
gests that a lot of Democrats, even 


in liberal Oregon, are not com¬ 
fortable with the idea of gay mar¬ 
riage. 

It is unclear how this will affect 
the lawsuit on same-sex marriage 
now before that state’s supreme 
court. 

Michigan was another source 
of optimism, though adequate fi¬ 
nancial resources were not chan¬ 
neled into the state. Some 59 per¬ 
cent of voters approved that 
amendment. 

In Ohio, where the state’s lead¬ 
ing Republican elected officials 
proclaimed their support for tra¬ 
ditional marriage but opposed the 
amendment because of its second 
clause that would affect domestic 
partnerships, the amendment 
rolled up 62 percent of the vote. 

Utah’s three candidates for 
state attorney general were united 
in their opposition to that state’s 
marriage amendment. Still, 66

tratification. 

That’s the word that 
Tom Roth of Community 
Marketing said best described the 
tremendous diversity of the ex¬ 
hibitors at the 2004 International 
Gay & Lesbian World Travel Expo, 
held at the Hyatt Regency Hotel in 
San Francisco October 28. Roth’s 
company organizes the show that 
travels to a half-dozen cities in the 
United States and Canada each 
year to promote gay and lesbian 
travel and to give travelers ideas of 
gay-welcoming places to visit. The 
expo began in 1992 and has 
grown steadily with participation 
of major airlines, car rental com¬ 
panies, and tour promoters. 

This year the event featured ex¬ 
hibitors from a number of desti¬ 
nations that have not been repre¬ 
sented at the expo before, such as 
Las Vegas, Seattle, Portland, Por¬ 
tugal, and Yosemite. Roth said that 
he was particularly pleased that 
representatives from a national 
park showed up. Community 
Marketing’s surveys, have shown 
that parks like Yosemite are a fa¬ 
vored destination among gay and 
lesbian travelers. Roth said that 
the Yosemite concessionaires are 
wise to be in the forefront of 
courting that market. 

The expo was planned well in 
advance of the hotel labor dispute 
that resulted in workers at 14 ho¬ 
tels in San Francisco being locked. 
out of their jobs after the hotel 
workers’ union initiated a two 
week strike against four hotels. 
One of the locked-out hotels is the 
Hyatt Regency, where the expo 
was held. 

Expo organizers said they were 
disappointed that hotel manage¬ 
ment had not agreed to a cooling 
off period that would have result¬ 
ed in workers returning to their 
jobs last week. In an e-mail to 
those on its mailing list, Commu-

nity Marketing’s David Paisley 
wrote: “We ask that you show your 
support to the over 125 gay- 
friendly exhibitors from around 
the world by attending the expo. 
They have worked hard to make 
the world a more gay-friendly 
place and deserve our support. 

“To show your support for the 
workers, you might consider not 
spending money at the Hyatt on 
the night of the expo. To support 
this, we are waiving our normal $5 
entrance fee.” 

Paisley suggested union sup¬ 
porters donate money to the 
union’s solidarity fund and in¬ 
cluded instructions on hoyv to do, 
so. Paisley said moving the expo 
on short notice was impossible 
because it had been extensively 
promoted already and it would 
have been impossible to notify 
everyone of a change in venue. He 
also noted that thousands of 
pounds of materials for the event 
had already been delivered to the 
hotel. 

Roth said attendance was 
down a little and a few of the ex¬ 
hibitors backed out because of the

pickets. One of those was the 
Russian River Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. Some had wondered 
whether the chamber did not 
show up because of the suicide of 
its executive director, Steve Fogle, 
following an embezzlement inves¬ 
tigation last month. Chamber 
spokeswoman Nina Laramore 
told the B.A.R. that the chamber 
decided not to cross the picket 
lines in support of the hotel work¬ 
ers, many of whom are gay. 

Local 2 President Mike Casey 
told the B.A.R. that he would pre¬ 
fer that events like the expo can¬ 
cel. 

“We always want people to pull 
out,” he said. “We don’t give pass¬ 
es or anything like that.” 

But Casey added that he was 
appreciative of the expo for en¬ 
couraging people to support the 
union. 

“If a group is not going to pull 
out, it’s not all or nothing,” he 
added. 

Casey said he didn’t know 
whether there was a noticeable in¬ 
crease in donations to the union 
from expo attendees. 

The expo is scheduled to re¬ 
turn to San Francisco on Septem¬ 
ber 15, 2005. Other stops for the 
show next year are Seattle, West 
Hollywood, Philadelphia, New 
York City, and Montreal. ▼

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stage, she declared, “We are fucking 
going to take our country back.” 

Thom Lynch, executive direc¬ 
tor of the LGBT Community Cen¬ 
ter, joked, “I am glad I live here 
and not in the middle of the 
country” and tried to raise peo¬ 
ple’s spirits, pointing out that San 
Francisco remains a role model 
for the rest of the country. 

“Lots of queer people living in 
those red states are looking at you 
for support,” said Lynch. “We are 
going to be the bluest of the blue.” 

Hovering behind the perform¬ 
ers and speakers was a gigantic 
blowup balloon depicting the 
president as Bushocchio. Wearing 
the fighter outfit Bush had on 
when he landed on the aircraft 
carrier in May 2003 to declare 


“Mission Accomplished” in Iraq, 
the balloon caricature also sported 
a nose reminiscent of a lying 
Pinocchio. An “Impeach Me” sign 
had been taped to his back. 

Berkeley resident John Lawler 
had set up the gigantic balloon fig¬ 
ure in front of the Bank of Ameri¬ 
ca building on Castro Street and 
was selling smaller versions for $8. 
He has sold 5,000 of them over the 
Internet and at various campaign 
events across the country. 

“It was incredibly apparent to 
me that Bush had a credibility 
problem,” said Lawler, as to why he 
created the blowup doll. He had 
hoped they would become a col¬ 
lector’s item with a Kerry victory, 
but with Bush winning, he said, “I 
guess I will still have dolls to sell.” 

The gathering did elicit one 
negative response from a man dri¬ 
ving by on 18th Street in a pickup 
truck, who yelled, “Bush is going 


to kick your liberal asses.” But 
overwhelming, moments of levity 
marked the night. 

Peaches Christ, who hosted the 
rally put on by party promoter 
Ggreg Taylor, declared, “I am going 
to be the first lady no matter 
what!” And marriage equality ac¬ 
tivist Molly McKay, dressed as and 
speaking for the Statute of Liberty, 
said she was moving from her 
pedestal in the waters off Manhat¬ 
tan to live on Alcatraz Island, in the 
land of the “truly free” if Bush won. 

Tom Orr, Mr. Dore Alley, prob¬ 
ably elicited the most laughter of 
the night when he performed his 
take on the song “Hello! Dolly” 
singing “Goodbye W. You’re not 
welcome in the White House any¬ 
more” and “Don’t think you will 
steal this election like the last one.” 

He may not have stolen the 
election this year, but Bush won’t 
be saying goodbye till 2008. ▼

No one will ever love me like you 
do. ... I want you to rest now. 
Don’t worry about me. I will al¬ 
ways love you.” 

The third and final speaker on 
behalf of DeChavez was his aunt, 
Marietta DeChavez. She tearfully 
recalled DeChavez’s devotion to 
his family, particularly after the 
death of his father several years 
ago after a prolonged illness. 

“My nephew is just the oppo¬ 
site of that murderer,” she said, 
staring at Misquez. 

Although Misquez told the Bay 
Area Reporter in earlier jailhouse 
interviews that he planned to 
speak at the sentencing, he appar¬ 
ently changed his mind. His 
brother, father, and grandfather 
were in attendance but they de¬ 


clined to speak. Misquez’s public 
defense attorney, Laurie Mont, 
noted that Misquez’s family had 
submitted letters to the court on 
his behalf. She told the judge that 
Misquez’s prognosis for rehabili¬ 
tation was “very high.” 

In July, a jury found Misquez 
guilty of second-degree murder. 
Mont had argued throughout the 
trial that society’s negative atti¬ 
tude toward gays was a major con¬ 
tributing factor that resulted in 
the killing. She said that Misquez’s 
inability to cope with his own ho¬ 
mosexual feelings, combined with 
other stresses in his life caused 
him to act out in a blind and un¬ 
controllable rage. Mont said that 
manslaughter, not murder, was 
the appropriate charge. At the 
time of the killing, Misquez lived 
with his girlfriend and the cou¬ 
ple’s two babies. 

Prosecutor Paul Graves pas¬ 


sionately argued that although 
Misquez was conflicted about his 
sexuality, that did not absolve him 
of murder. 

In his first jailhouse interview 
with the B.A.R. on the day after he 
was convicted, Misquez said his 
homosexual feelings had nothing 
to do with the stabbing and that 
he had acted in self-defense to 
keep DeChavez from raping him. 
But in subsequent interviews, 
Misquez told the B.A.R. that stress 
related to feeling conflicted by his 
homosexual urges may have been 
about half of the reason for the 
crime. But, Misquez maintained 
that he felt threatened by 
DeChavez. 

As Misquez was led out of the 
courtroom in handcuffs for the 
final time past DeChavez’s friends 
and relatives, Clare DeChavez 
glared up at him and shouted: “Go 
to hell!” ▼ 
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Crystal users 
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ticipants. 

At Stonewall, the waiting list 
over the last year had averaged five 
to six months. To deal with the de¬ 
mand for its services, the agency 
implemented daily drop-in hours 
for counseling and weekly drop-in 
groups. The agency recently 
moved its Friday drop-in slots at 
Magnet to Saturday afternoons to 
reach people who work during the 
week. There are six 30-minute 
slots between 2 to 5 p.m. 

“Historically, there were some¬ 


times 40 or more people on the 
waiting list. Now I think there are 
only like five people who have not 
been called yet,” said Siever in late 
October. “We called everyone who 
contacted us through September. 
It has been only the last couple 
weeks when people who have 
called, we have not gotten back to 
them.” 

Lists problematic 

Wait lists are problematic not 
only because people calling for 
services may not call back, but 
also men arrested for possession 
of methamphetamine who are put 
into diversion programs by the 


courts need immediate access to 
services. 

Arrested in May doing speed in 
his car outside the Cache Creek 
Casino in Yolo County one week 
prior to turning 62, Malcolm, who 
asked that his last name not be 
used, was ordered by the court in 
September to enter into a treat¬ 
ment program. He spent three 
weeks this fall on Stonewall’s wait 
list. 

“I felt Stonewall was the per¬ 
fect program for me to get into. It 
was slightly stressful but the 
courts accepted me going onto the 
wait list,” he said. 

After going to the drop-in 
groups, Malcolm said he met sev¬ 
eral men anxious to begin coun¬ 
seling services right away. 

One in particular, said Mal¬ 
colm, “needed more attention to 
meet his goal of not using. He 
wanted more than one individual 
drop-in.” 

Stonewall’s extra funding will 
run out in December, but Siever 
said he is optimistic more will be 
forthcoming. The city recently 
won a $1.5 million grant over 
three years from the Centers for 
Substance Abuse Treatment, and 
the funding likely will be available 
early next year. 

“The major thrust of the grant 
application was to increase coun¬ 
seling at Stonewall and to have 
Stonewall staff stationed at Con¬ 
tinuum in the Tenderloin and 
more people at Magnet,” said Siev¬ 
er. 

New program 

On November 1 the health de¬ 
partment also launched PROP: 
Positive Reinforcement Opportu¬ 
nity Program. It is a collaboration 
with New Leaf, Stonewall, Crystal

I ! series of letters from two 
different Berlin gay sports 
I groups may have furthered 
the rift between the Federation of 
Gay Games and the organizers of 
Montreal’s OutGames. 

The split began in November 
2003. Montreal was set to host 
Gay Games VII, but refused to 
sign contracts at the annual FGG 
meeting, and soon after unveiled 
its own plan to create a competing 
event. Montreal then changed the 
name of its event from Montreal 
2006 to OutGames, and created a 
governing body called the Gay 
and Lesbian International Sport 
Association. 

Meanwhile, FGG quickly 
signed a deal with Chicago Games 
Inc., a previous bidder for the 
2006 Games. The race for en¬ 
dorsements and participants com¬ 
menced. Gay Games has sponsor¬ 
ships with Television Q for TV 
rights, making for the first live 
broadcast of the Games. 

Gay.com/PlanetOut signed an 
Internet sponsorship deal with the 
Gay Games, while OutGames 
signed with a smaller group of 
sites, including 

GayWired.com • and 
Gaysports.com. 

Votes count 

The French Gay and 
Lesbian Sports Federation 
also officially endorsed the Gay 
Games, while Seattle 
and several Canadian 
teams have shown 
support for the Mon¬ 
treal event. 

On October 23, 

Team San Francisco’s board voted 
in favor of several motions reaf¬ 
firming the organization’s support 
of the Gay Games. 

After achieving quorum, by a 
5-0 vote, with two abstentions, the 
board voted that “Team San Fran¬ 
cisco reaffirms its commitment to 
the Federation of Gay Games and 
to the quadrennial Gay Games as 
the premier LGBT sports and cul¬ 
tural event.” 

Anticipating the Berlin contro¬ 
versy and the 2010 Gay Games site 
selection, the Team SF Board in¬ 
structed its delegates “to oppose 
any motion on the topic of recon¬ 
ciliation at the annual 2004 FGG 
meeting,” realizing that “discus¬ 
sion of non-binding arbitration 
between the FGG and GLISA or¬ 
ganizers would take valuable time 
away from the work at hand.” 

The board also moved that 
“Team San Francisco will recog¬ 
nize the Gay and Lesbian Interna¬ 
tional Sport Association and their 
OutGames as “an additional sport 
and cultural event opportunity” 
that “will not be the primary focus 
of Team San Francisco during the 
next two years.” 

This should come as no sur¬ 
prise with San Francisco being the 
birthplace of the Gay Games and 
the home of the late founder Tom 
Waddell. Over 1,000 Bay Area ath¬ 
letes attended Gay Games VI in 
Sydney. 

But one dissenting voice was 
from new Team SF board member 
Brian Yung, who did not vote, but 
sent out a personal e-mail pleading 
for “reconciliation.” Yung claims he 
was not allowed to vote, but Team 
SF sources said Yung refused to 
vote or accept the board majority 
opinion, and left the meeting. 

So, the competition for global 
sports support has now extended 
to 2009-2010, with Berlin at the 
heart of the next Games contro¬ 
versy. Both the FGG and GLISA

are wooing Berlin sports organiz¬ 
ers for a bid to host their next 
GLBT sports events. 

The potential for another pair 
of competing events led to an Oc¬ 
tober announcement from Games 
Berlin, a group that had been in 
talks with GLISA to 
host OutGames II. 
“The Berlin 
GLBT sports community re¬ 
grets the split which has oc¬ 
curred on the international 
level and feels that the sym¬ 
bolic, social, financial, 
and economic effects 
of this split are coun¬ 
terproductive,” Games 
Berlin’s October 6 let¬ 
ter stated. “We have 
therefore decided to take the initia¬ 
tive and to actively attempt to re¬ 
unite - or at least reconcile - the 
two global organizations FGG and 
GLISA so that unified Games can 
be held in 2009-2010.” 

“The real victims of this dis¬ 
pute are the athletes who have to 
choose between OutGames and 
Gay Games in 2006,” said Dagmar 
Timm, co-executive director of 
Games Berlin. “After that, only 
unified Games will offer all ath¬ 
letes the opportunity to come to¬ 
gether in the true spirit of global 
gay and lesbian Games.” 

Games Berlin has so far been 
the only bidder for OutGames II 
in 2009, making it appear to be a 
done deal. But Vorspeil Berlin, a 
larger GLBT German sports 
group, is dismissing that bid, say¬ 
ing it instead will focus on hosting 
Gay Games VIII in 2010. Vorspeil 
Berlin dismissed both Games 
Berlin and GLISA’s plea for “rec¬ 
onciliation” as a ploy to piggyback 
onto the success of the Gay 
Games. 

“GLISA is an initiative of sev¬ 
eral individuals, concentrated 
mainly in Europe and Canada, 
and still lacks broad international 
support,” Vorspeil Berlin stated. 
“GLISA’s intention to represent 
sports clubs and groups only indi¬ 
rectly via continental associations 
is not viable on an international 
level, since only one exists [the Eu¬ 
ropean Gay and Lesbian Sports 
Association, EGLSA], and 
[GLISA] is not a transparent form 
of representation.” 

Missed goal 

Nor has GLISA been exactly 
honest. When Team New York’s 
president, Christian West, person¬ 
ally supported GLISA in lune, 
GLISA was criticized for implying 
a Team New York endorsement. 
Team New York’s board of direc¬ 
tors had to clarify in several media 


outlets that they had not endorsed 
OutGames. 

After GLISA members attend¬ 
ed the International Gay and Les¬ 
bian Football Association World 
Soccer Championships in San 
Francisco in August, GLISA post¬ 
ed these statements in a press re¬ 
lease and on its Web site: “Many 
teams expressed their interest in 
and support for OutGames. The 
championships will not be held in 
2006 to allow athletes to partici¬ 
pate in the OutGames.” 

But in fact, no gay soccer 
group, particularly IGLFA, has en¬ 
dorsed OutGames. Barry Skown 
of the San Francisco Spikes, the 
team that hosted IGLFA’s 2004 
soccer tournament, called GLISA’s 
statement “completely false and 
erroneous. The annual IGLFA 
Tournament has been held in con¬ 
junction with the Gay Games 
every four years for the past 20 
years.” 

Although it has yet to decide if 
a preference will be stated, Skown 
said, “IGLFA has been, and con¬ 
tinues to be, an active member of 
the FGG, and plans to continue 
that relationship. When, and if, a 
decision by our board has been 
reached, we will announce that 
decision. Until that time, neither 
event has the right to claim that 
the IGLFA Championship Tour¬ 
nament will be held in connection 
with their event.” 

Mass appeal 

Other large GLBT sports groups 
like Team San Francisco are declar¬ 
ing their preferences. At the Inter¬ 
national Gay and Lesbian Aquatics 
Tournament, held in Fort Laud¬ 
erdale, Florida, in October, IGLA’s 
board voted to continue its close re¬ 
lationship with the FGG and re¬ 
jected a proposal to join GLISA. 
IGLA’s annual tournaments draw 
up to 1,500 GLBT swimmers, 
divers, and water polo players. 

As for the next Gay Games in 
2010, Vorspeil Berlin’s dismissal of 
GLISA and the OutGames may 
force Montreal to face its future. 
“Nobody will profit from having 
two rival events competing for le¬ 
gitimacy, support, and participa¬ 
tion,” said Vorspeil’s announce¬ 
ment. “It should be clear to us all 
that only one organization and its 
event can hope to survive. The

are depleted of your energy, your 
fuel. You are running on empty” 

In seeking help for one’s de¬ 
pression and taking the right 
medications, a person can refuel 
and overcome the condition, said 
Yantis. 

“When you get the fuel you 
need and are no longer depleted, 
things just go better,” he said. 

Struggles 

Allen, who starred in the tele¬ 
vision shows St. Elsewhere, Our 
House, and Dr. Quinn: Medicine 
Woman, revealed that since an 
early age he has struggled with de¬ 
pression. He engaged in self-mu¬ 
tilation as a child and would burn 
himself with cigarettes. Growing 
up in Long Beach, Allen said in 
high school he knew he was gay 
but suppressed his true feelings. 
He and his friends would taunt 
men outside his hometown’s gay 
bar, yelling “faggot” and throwing 
beer bottles at the patrons. 

“Without a doubt I knew I was 
one of them so I threw harder and 
yelled louder,” recalled Allen, who 
said in his Roman Catholic house¬ 
hold being gay was not acceptable. 
A brother had come out of the 
closet and his parents could not 
accept his homosexuality. 

As a coping mechanism, Allen 
turned to alcohol and drugs as the 
“solution to the problem we are 
talking about today,” he told the 
audience last week. “It fixed this 
problem for a while.” 

By the time he turned 20, Allen 
had begun exploring his sexuality

and began dating other guys. A 
boyfriend then sold pictures of 
them kissing in a hot tub to the 
Globe tabloid for $15,000, which 
then used the photos to out him. 
In a meeting with television exec¬ 
utives, Allen said he was asked if 
he was gay and how he wanted to 
handle the story. 

“One of them said we can get 
you a girlfriend. The Advocate was 
calling saying we need heroes. We 
need you to do the right thing,” 
said Allen, who granted the maga¬ 
zine an interview in 2001. “All I 
could think about was my mom 
and dad are sifting at home and 
they don’t know I am gay yet.” 

Their response stung and 
stunned him, Allen said. 

“My dad starts to cry and can’t 
look at me. I was prepared to hate 
him until the day he died. I was 
not prepared to see him cry,” said 
Allen. “My mom said ‘I always 
thought you were too cute not to 
have a girlfriend.’” 

Eventually, after suffering se¬ 
vere panic attacks, Allen began 
seeing a psychiatrist and starting 
taking medications to help control 
his depression. He also gave up al¬ 
cohol and drugs, and has been 
sober for four years and three 
months. It has not been an easy 
road to sobriety, he said. 

“It took six years to get 90 days 
clean,” he said. “Two years ago I 
couldn’t move for months. It was 
horrifying. I needed a lot of help 
and I asked for that help.” 

Louganis also struggled with 
drug problems while at the same 
time keeping his HIV-positive sta¬ 
tus a secret. Though he was open 
about being gay with teammates 
and other divers, Louganis pur¬ 
posefully refused to talk about it 
with the media. 

“I was out to most people I was 


competing with. No one wanted 
to room with the fag. It was a 
small group, but there was always 
one person where it wasn’t a prob¬ 
lem or I roomed with a coach,” he 
said. 

During one Olympics, he re¬ 
called another athlete turned the 
ghost symbol of the movie Ghost- 
busters into “fagbusters” and 
would sing the theme song when¬ 
ever he walked by. 

Then Louganis met the man’s 
boyfriend. “It’s kind of sad look¬ 
ing at it now,” he said. 

In dealing with his depression, 
Louganis credits his dogs with giv¬ 
ing him the reason to go on with 
life. 

“They are a reason to get up in 
the morning, a reason to go out. 
They are still a godsend,” he said. 

For many in the audience, the 
personal stories of Allen and 
Louganis mirrored their own bat¬ 
tles with depression. 

“Panic is an integral part of my 
depression,” said a man who iden¬ 
tified himself as Larry. “I went 
through a horrible last year with 
my depression and anxiety. I did¬ 
n’t think I would get out of it.” 

Another man agreed with 
Allen’s contention that depression 
and drug addiction go hand in 
hand, calling them a “two-headed 
monster.” 

Allen, who also spoke recently 
at a forum about crystal meth ad¬ 
diction in Los Angeles, said his 
drug use saved his life up until a 
certain point. 

“It worked for a while, until it 
didn’t. Rather than viewing it as 
separate issues, it really is the same 
thing,” he said. T

number of qualified cities willing 
to take on the responsibilities of 
hosting such an event is limited.” 

An October 21 statement from 
GLISA claims otherwise. “The 
global GLBT sport movement is 
large enough and mature enough 
to support several events in the 
same year without having a nega¬ 
tive impact on those events,” it 
states. 

But while the same announce¬ 
ment claims to put aside previous 
disputes, GLISA accuses others 
(allegedly FGG representatives) of 
making “personal attacks” on 
GLISA. It then specifically blames 
FGG for a history of financial fail¬ 
ure, and accuses the group of 
being “undemocratic.” 

However, GLISA’s board was 
privately chosen, while FGG rep¬ 
resentatives are elected. The 
GLISA statement also asserts that 
it “has never positioned itself 
against any existing group in the 
GLBT sporting community,” 
when it previously proclaimed 
that its entire purpose was to 
counter what it saw as flaws with 
the FGG. 

No wonder, then, that the mul¬ 
tiple sports groups that comprise 
Team Berlin, which brought the 
largest European team to the Gay 
Games in Amsterdam and Sydney, 
have dismissed GLISA and its 
often conflicting assertions, as 
have IGLA and other sports 
groups. 

Inevitably, the Gay Games will 
continue its aim toward global 
representation. It’s therefore prob¬ 
able that Gay Games VIII will be 
in Europe, and Berlin will defi¬ 
nitely be a key player. ▼

nearly two-thirds of Americans 
supported either civil unions or 
marriage for gay couples. 

“Four years ago,” he said, “we 
would have been ecstatic at those 
numbers.” 

As they did in 2000, the exit 
polls in 2004 found that about 4 
percent of voters were willing to 
identify as gay to surveyors as they 
exited the voting booth Tuesday 
or through phone calls made ran¬ 
domly in 13 states just prior to 
November 2. The polling was 
done by independent polling 


firms commissioned by several 
major media organizations - 
CNN, CBS, ABC, Fox, NBC, and 
the Washington Post. The surveys 
reach 13,047 voters. 

One difference between the 
2004 and 2000 exit polling is that 
78 percent of those gay voters said 
they supported the Democrat this 
year, compared to 70 percent in 
2000. Bush retained most of his 
support among gay voters - drop¬ 
ping only slightly from 25 percent 
of gay voters in 2000 to 23 percent 
this year. Support for independent 
candidate Ralph Nader dropped 
more dramatically among gays - 
from 4 percent in 2000 to 0 per¬ 
cent in 2004. ▼

Just don’t 
call it a 
revival 

Jerry Zaks directs 
SF-bound Little 
Shop of Horrors 

by Richard Dodds 


T n the background, over the phone 
y. from New York, the sounds of a 
JL rehearsal occasionally came 
through. It’s La Cage aux Folles, re¬ 
turning to Broadway later this month, 
but director Jerry Zaks was on the 
phone to talk about his SF-bound re¬ 
vival of Little Shop of Horrors. 

“Revival? Man, I hate that word,” 
Zaks said. “These are new produc¬ 
tions of classics.” 

Zaks, 58, has a good track record 
directing new productions of classic 
musicals, and his credits in this de¬ 
partment also include A Funny Thing 
Happened on .the Way to the Forum , 
Anything Goes, and Guys and Dolls. So 
it wasn’t surprising when the produc¬ 
ers of the new Little Shop paged him 
to save the floundering Broadway- 
bound production. 

Director Connie Grappo, who had 
worked on the original 1982 produc¬ 
tion, was discharged during an un¬ 
successful Florida tryout, and the pro¬ 
ducers were able to entice Zaks to take 
over by giving him free rein. He 
changed the scenery, threw out the 
costumes, and hired a new leading 
lady. But moist importantly, he 
worked to give the show an honesty 
that he thought was missing in the 
Florida production. 

“You have to believe that everyone 
means what they say as if their lives 
depended on it,” Zaks said. “I had to 
address that as much as anything else. 
And that trickled down to all other as¬ 
pects of the production.” 

Zaks believes there is serious busi¬ 
ness afoot in the musical, even if it is 
about a talking plant with a taste for 
blood. “It’s a cautionary tale,” he said. 
“It’s absolutely life and death,” 

Alan Menken and the late Howard 
Ashman based the musical on the low- 
budget 1960 horror satire, “If you look 
at the.original movie, and then read 
the script of what Alan and Howard 
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T here’s queer writing, and there’s literature, and 
rarely do the two intertwine. Our community 
makes a name for its own literature, while the keep¬ 
ers of the straight male canon choke on words like 
“cock” and “come,” as if they negate timelessly 
crafted prose. 

Enter Robert Gliick — or rather, remember him, the ex¬ 
perimental writer with nine books of poetry and fiction under 
his belt, the local pioneer who influenced the “New Narrative” 
movement of the 1980s, the San Francisco State University 
professor who has sparked countless careers by proving that 
sex and humor belong in serious work. Yet the non-queer-spe¬ 
cific circles seem to recognize him the most these days, a true 
loss for gay readers who might like some dick with their high 
art, or vice versa. 

Denny Smith (Clear Cut Press), Gluck’s most recent book 
of short stories, surprised many with its blend of the smart 


and explicit, earning nominations for a j _ 
viewers Award and a Ferro-Grumley Award. The book has 
been selling enough over the course of the last several months 
that it is about to enter its second printing. 

Author Samuel Delany says the collection “explores the dis¬ 
tance language puts between perception and articulation.” For 
Gliick, that can mean articulating sex as an escape, he said, but 
also admitting that it “nails the self to the self. You have to be 
somebody to have sex. It destabilizes, and is an escape hatch. But 
to operate in a system of desire, you have to be recognizable.” 

In an interview about the book, Gluck told the Bay Area 
Reporter that a “physical vulnerability” runs through Denny 
Smith. Sex may be depicted as a “quick, muscular contraction,” 
but it also carries “an incredible amount of biographical his¬ 
tory, every time.”

O ut There isn’t given to apoc¬ 
alyptic visions, but don’t 
these feel like the End 
Times?

he 8th edition of the Inter- 
| national Latino Film Festival 
will present over 80 films in 
seven Bay Area cities between now 
and November 21. Our sampling 
focuses on this weekend’s Castro 
Theatre kickoff. 

Sexual Dependency Bolivian 
Rodrigo Bellott’s feature debut 
takes five loosely linked stories be¬

W hether you remember 
first seeing his face on 
screen in Gattaca (1997), 
his first major big screen role, or 
his uncircumcised penis on 
Broadway in Indiscretions (’95), 
Jude Law is someone you don’t 
easily forget. It’s not just his beau¬ 
ty that is captivating. The man has 
style and charisma, and oozes sen¬ 
suality on and off screen. 

The six-foot-tall, 33-year-old 
Brit, who still lives in London, has 
come a long way from The Youth 
Music Theater in London, where 
he began histheatrical and acting 
career at age 12. 

In less than five years, Law has 
been nominated for two Oscars: 
Best Actor last year for Cold 
Mountain, and Best Supporting 
Actor in 1998 for The Talented Mr. 
Ripley. He’s worked opposite A+ 
list directors: Clint Eastwood in 
Midnight in the Garden of Good 
and Evil, Steven Spielberg in A.I., 
David Cronenberg in eXistenZ, 
Sam Mendes in Road to Perdition, 
Anthony Minghella in both Rip¬ 
ley and Cold Mountain, Mike 
Nichols in the upcoming Closer, 
and Martin Scorsese in the up¬ 
coming The Aviator, where he 
plays Errol Flynn opposite 
Leonardo DiCaprio’s Howard 
Hughes. 

In-between all of the work, 
Law has had time to marry fellow 
British actress Sadie Frost, have 
three children, divorce and be¬ 
come romantically involved with 
another fellow Brit, actress and 
current Alfie co-star Sienna Miller. 

It’s been a busy year for Law. 
He’s had six movies come out 
within a four-month period, in¬ 
cluding two films already in re¬ 
lease, Sky Captain and the World 
of Tomorrow, which got good re¬ 
views but failed to find its audi¬ 
ence, and the art-house semi-hit, / 
[Heart] Huckabees. 

Law seems proudest of Alfie. 
He plays the title character, an un- 
likable yet lovable cad, a British 
transplant in NYC who is, quite 
frankly, a whore, intent on sowing 
his wild oats far and wide in Man¬ 
hattan. In the course of the movie, 
he sleeps with Marisa Tomei,

Susan Sarandon, Jane Krakowski, 
Nia Long, and Sienna Miller. The 
only person Alfie doesn’t sleep 
with is a man. Yet there’s a homo¬ 
erotic moment in the film when 
Alfie has a random, life-altering 
encounter in a men’s room with a 
wise old man, played by the in¬ 
comparable Dick Latessa. 

Two dates 

I had the opportunity to sit 
with Law twice during the past 
month in New York City. Once for 
breakfast, once for lunch, each 
time in a suite at The Essex House 
overlooking Central Park. During 
both chats, Law opened up about 
his movie career, his family and 
future. 

Law is relaxed the first morn¬ 


ing we meet, wearing a black, 
form-fitting, long-sleeved V-neck 
pullover, revealing a tuft of dark 
brown chest hair. The hair on his 
head is dyed blonde for an up¬ 
coming movie role. “I have six 
movies opening during a four- 
month span, but I haven’t had 
anything in theaters since Cold 
Mountain last year.

His last 
night in town is paralleled with 
the sexual initiation of a young 
Colombian boy sent to a prosti¬ 
tute by his Bolivian cousin and his 
posse of hard-drinking buddies. 

The highlight is a funny/sad 
monologue delivered to a mirror 
by an African-American coed de¬ 
tailing the paradoxes of her own

San Francisco Opera's 'Macabre' turn

alloween Friday, and half of 
I I San Francisco was dressed 
up and ready to party. A 
number of celebrants converged 
on the War Memorial Opera 
House where, quel coincidence!, 
they found themselves seated en 
masse in the last three rows of the 
orchestra at the San Francisco 
Opera’s American premiere of 
Gyorgy Ligeti’s Le Grand Macabre. 
From that geographical solidarity, 
they laughed at the dirty words 
and some tiresome “sex” scenes, 
and then cheered lustily at the 
end. A brilliant marketing ploy. 

I can’t criticize singing for your 
supper, because I do it all the 
time. The difference is that my 
free ticket does not translate into 
automatic approbation. I am 
more prone to support oddities 
because I collect repertory, and 
there is literally no way I’d see 
these things if local companies 
did not produce them. On the 
other hand, my free ticket does 
not entitle me to join the kneejerk 
“Modernists vs. Antediluvians” 
battle of words that has been 
going on since Pamela Rosenberg 
took over SFO. 

It is a false dichotomy, in any 
case, that Grand Macabre does 
nothing to reconcile. Ligeti, a sur¬ 
vivor of Nazi and Communist 
atrocities, has,-we are told, a 
quirky sense of humor. Le Grand 
Macabre is billed as a comedy, 


based on a 1934 play by Michel de 
Ghelderode. The Belgian drama¬ 
tist wasn’t exactly a bundle of 
laughs, basing his theater on 
Breughel — crippled beggars, fla¬ 
gellating monks, drunken, sadis¬ 
tic sex partners, excrement and 
other noxious bodily fluids — a 
burlesque of the human condi¬ 
tion ending in sickness, deformity 
and death. By the time Ligeti, an 
important modernist Hungarian 
composer whose work displays 
more humanity than that of the 
Darmstadt School with which he 
was once associated, gets to Le 
Grand Macabre, real-life events 
have rendered it impotent. The 
Holocaust, Vietnam, 9/11, and the 
“War on Terror” are already too 
horribly absurd to support satire. 

Besides, we are in an opera 
house, where we should be focus¬ 
ing on music, not jokes. Unless 
they are a lot funnier than what I 
heard and saw last Friday night. 
This is where Ligeti lets down the 
side, for his two-hour “opera” is 
very skinny on real music. Yes, 
there is the glorious overture for 
24 taxi horns, and an amazing 
coloratura aria (sung by debu¬ 
tante Caroline Stein) in the third 
scene, but most of the orchestral 
“music” consists of short accom¬ 
paniments to speech-song that 
seldom take flight or characterize 
the stage personae. 

About 20 minutes before the 
end, there is a beautiful interlude 
of sustained orchestral depth, 
amazing with only 15 strings in an 


orchestra overloaded with percus¬ 
sion not nearly as imaginatively 
deployed as the percussion in 
John Adams’ Naive and Sentimen¬ 
tal Music, heard at SFS two weeks 
ago. Then, more sustained 
singing, ending with an ensemble 
right out of Don Giovanni. Same 
moral, too: “Live now, because to¬ 
morrow you may be dead.” 

Banal baby 

Hearing what Ligeti can do 
makes even more annoying what 
he doesn’t do: compose a real 
opera, as opposed to making in- 
jokey accompaniments for mostly 
outdated, banal bromides about 
the human condition. SFO played 
the 1996 revision of a work that, 
in ’78, was even filthier, more in¬ 
coherent, undramatic and unmu¬ 
sical. The dreary S&M sequence 
between Mescalina (Susanne Res- 
mark) and Astradamors (Clive 
Bayley) could be cut by 10 more 
minutes without losing anything 
other than gratuitous giggling 
from the overdressed partygoers 
in the last rows. Is it possible this 
actually was considered shocking 
(never mind funny) in Sweden 
(world premiere ’78) or Denmark 
(from which this sophomoric car¬ 
toon production originates)? And 
we thought Scandinavians were so 
sexually sophisticated. Who knew? 

The cast seems expert even 
though you can’t really judge the 
singing. Willard White (in an or¬ 
ange Mohawk) and Graham 
Clark (wearing a prosthetic beer

gut) performed gamely as 
Nekrotzar and Piet. The lovers, 
whose sustained lyrical lines are 
the only musical rest stops on this 
bumpy highway, were warbled at¬ 
tractively by Anne-Sophie 
Duprels and Sara Fulgoni. Coun¬ 
tertenor Gerald Thompson was 
the easily flustered Prince Go-Go, 
and the Black and White Politi¬ 
cians, whose topical Bush regime 
jokes got a lot of easy laughs, were 
well done by veteran John Duyk- 
ers and newcomer Joshua Bloom. 

In the pit, Michael Boder cued 
the taxi horns with vigor, but 


what was all that audience-en¬ 
couraging mugging and arm- 
waving about? A lot of this 
evening, from the opera itself to 
the Halloween shills to the rah- 
rah conductor, was right out of 
the National Football League’s 
inept attempts to entertain the 
public by watering down its prod¬ 
uct. If Pamela Rosenberg were re¬ 
ally on the ball, she’d have hired 
Janet Jackson to expose a tit, or 
Terrell Owens to give out orange 
Sharpies at the front door of the 
War Memorial. Yeah, people, let’s 
get it on! ▼

hooker boyfriend in Midnight in 
the Garden of Good and Evil. 
Whether he’s playing an invalid, 
as in Gattaca, or a mountain man 
in Cold Mountain, it’s not just 
Law’s immense talent that mes¬ 
merizes. It’s a combination of ex¬ 
quisite acting and the ease with 
which he mugs for the camera. 

“While working on Alfie, the 
subject came up, How was this 
new version going to compare to 
the original? Well, I took the same 
approach with Alfie that I did with 
Cold Mountain. I read Cold 
Mountain twice. Put it down. And 
never went back to it again. I 
watched the original Alfie twice. 
What I needed to do was move 
away from the original works, and 
remember the essence, feel what 
influence it left with me, and be 
inspired from that. I think I’d have 
been making a huge mistake if I’d 
tried to be Michael Caine playing 
Alfie. I had to be Jude playing 
Alfie, and discover Alfie for my¬ 


self.” 

The second time we meet, Law 
is dressed in a corduroy jacket, 
jeans, and is sipping from a cup of 
tea. As usual, he’s dressed impec¬ 
cably. So it’s not hard to start the 
conversation off on a fashion 
note, especially since Law’s Alfie is 
somewhat of a fashion queen. 

“It’s true to say that we’re in a 
very vain, a very appearance-con¬ 
scious world nowadays,” Law says. 
“People, especially in the world of 
Alfie, going to clubs, are hugely 
concerned about how they look. 
Alfie sees that as a very important 
part of how he makes himself feel 
good, and indeed how he hopes to 
go out and not entrap, but how he 
sees it as part of his device to en¬ 
tice people into him. As for me, I 
just think you have to look your 
best. If you don’t, what’s the point 
of going out of the house? I am 
not saying you have to be outfit¬ 
ted in Burberry, Armani or Prada 
from head to toe. But, to feel good 
is divine, and I don’t feel good un¬ 
less I think I look good. And by 
good, I mean presentable. Un- 
sloppy; Civilized.” ▼

Glamorous and popular 

What's up at SFMOMA galleries

wo of the season’s biggest art 
exhibitions at San Francisco 
Museum of Modern Art are 
already open and garnering audi¬ 
ences. Glamour: Fashion, Industri¬ 
al Design, Architecture has been a 
crowd-pleaser from the gate. A re¬ 
cent walk through its galleries 
found artgoers clustered around 
haute couture gowns on display, 
captivated by their beauty and el¬ 
egance. Just across the 4th floor, 
meanwhile, Roy Lichtenstein: All 
About Art is that rare exhibit 
which is a complete visual excite¬ 
ment both to the art history-sawy 
and the dewy-eyed initiate. 

The Glamour show, organized 
by SFMOMA Helen Hilton Raiser 
Curator of Architecture and De¬ 
sign Joseph Rosa, traces notions 
of glamorous excess, of form not 
limited to function, across the 
seemingly disparate disciplines of 
fashion, design and architecture. 

The eye-candy kicks in right at 
exhibit’s start, with the Jaguar Se¬ 
ries 1 E-Type Fixed-Head Coupe 
(1965) parked cool as a cucumber 
in the opening gallery. The wall 
text says the E-Type is more ani¬ 
malistic than machine-like, but 
there’s something retro-futuristic 
about the Jag’s three-wiper-wide 
windshield, and its sexy, sinuous, 
extra-lo-ong hood. 

The thrills keep coming with 
stunning industrial design, in¬ 
cluding Ron Arad’s luxe Nina Rota 
Bed (2002) and Vincent Van Duy- 
sen’s Cascade Chandelier (’03), 
falling on a mirrored table, among 
many delights. The 2004 Bentley 
Continental GT Coupe makes a 
contemporary complement at 
gallery’s end to the initial Jag. 

Fashion has its own rewards, 
and those on mannequin display 
here include Jean Paul Gaultier’s

the narrator jacks off to produce 
sperm for a lesbian couple. He has 
brought a friend’s old vibrator, 
which has a narrative of its own, 
and some porn, which fails in 
comparison to imagining his ex¬ 
boyfriend’s distended face when 
they used to fuck. 

Or we ride along with the 
hitchhiking heterosexual Berkeley 
graduate who is soon parked on 
the side of the road in a green 
Buick with its pudgy driver, com¬ 
ing again and again in the front 
seat. 

“What the hell, I was just a 
straight young guy letting some 
old fag blow me,” the hitchhiker 
says, illustrating the politics of in¬ 
nocence, the safety of the privi¬ 
leged. “How well 1 remember that 
bleached, weedy field and stupid 
sky — twenty years later, I would 
have thought, ‘shallow grave.’” 

Mystery guest 

Or we participate as readers 
and fellow liars in “The Early 
Worm,” where the narrator is va¬ 
cationing at a friend’s home when 
he is awakened by a burglar, who 
claims to have been sent by his fa¬ 
ther. The homeowner’s father is 
long dead; the narrator’s father is 
several states away, and has not 
had any recent contact with his 
son. “The thief has offered me a 
lie to see us through a violent mo¬ 
ment,” he writes. “I feel a jolt of 
passionate interest; we need a fic-

tion.... It’s my job to continue his 
story in order to show respect for 
life.” 

Avoiding a dangerous con¬ 
frontation, the narrator simulta¬ 
neously re-establishes communi¬ 
cation with his father. “I’m sur¬ 
prised to feel a welling-up of love, 
because in the thief’s lie I find 
more contact with my dad than I 
remember having.” The conflict in 
the house soon becomes an at¬ 
traction, the word “lie” replaced 
by “fantasy.” 

Each story, no matter the 
length, comes to an end, said 
Gliick, “when a feeling has been 
named or described,” when we 
can “articulate what has been dri¬ 
ving the story.” The child narrator 
in the book’s “Three from Thir¬ 
teen” stories, for instance, can fi¬ 
nally see himself when he begins 
to jack off to male images, and 
“suddenly there’s a future,” said 
Gliick, “where there hadn’t been 
one before.” 

Gliick is pleased with Denny 
Smith, a labor of love which was 
“hammered into shape” by the 
author’s own creative process. By 
the time it’s published, the writing 
“always seems much smarter than 
one can possibly be,” he laughed. 

The final product, he said, 
packs all of his sensitivity, aware¬ 
ness, and humor into a small 
space. “It’s the waked-up version 
of me.” T

zip and lace-up gown (’95), Vivi¬ 
enne Westwood’s black taffeta and 
lace corseted dress (’94), and 
Prada’s minimalist bustier and 
skirt (’99).

The exhibit really hits its stride 
in its architecture component, 
mostly photographs of midcentu¬ 
ry-modernist architecture rang¬ 
ing from the sublime, Yale Uni¬ 
versity’s Beinecke Rare Book Li¬ 
brary (’63) by Gordon Bunshaft 
with Skidmore, Owings & Merrill, 
to the kitschy baroque, Morris 
Lapidus’ ’55 lobby design for the 
Eden Roc Hotel in Miami Beach, 
Fla. 

It’s still hard for some to see 
Edward Durell Stone’s lollipop fa¬ 
cade on Columbus Circle in NYC 
as anything but Venetian sou¬ 
venir-shop kitsch, but context 
makes a convincing case for find¬ 
ing the modernist glamour in Al¬ 
bert Frey’s stark City Hall (’57) in 
Palm Springs, Ca. 

Greg Lynn’s model for his Ark 
of the World Museum Project in 


Carara National Park, Costa Rica 
(’02) looks like a sophisticated 
crafts project in tropical colors, 
eye-pleasing while making the 
project’s organic roots clear. Her¬ 
zog & de Meuron’s simple, elegant 
wraparound design for the Prada 
Aoyama flagship store in Tokyo, 
Japan, brings grief for the abort¬ 
ed Rem Koolhaas design Prada 
once planned for Union Square, 
at the same time whetting ap¬ 
petites for the ’05 opening of Her¬ 
zog & de Meuron’s new de Young 
Museum in Golden Gate Park 
(through Jan. 23.)

“Popeye” and “Look Mickey” 
(both ’61). But unlike Warhol, 
Lichtenstein stripped pop objects 
of their brand names and went 
right to their essences. More than 
mere replications of specific 
comics, the comics paintings por¬ 
tray the idea of comics. The 
artist’s interest lay in simulating 
the conventions of the form (lines 
for motion, thought bubbles) and 
the appearance of mass reproduc¬ 
tion. 

This fine-arts exploration of 


benday dots and other graphic 
shorthand continues through 
Lichtenstein’s parodies of Surreal¬ 
ism, Abstract Expressionist ejacu¬ 
lations like “Brushstroke with 
Spatter” (’66) and really quite 
breathtaking “Rouen Cathedral 
Set V” (’69), after Monet. He went 
on to explore landscape, still life, 
and portrait using his signature 
vocabulary, to varying success. 
But All About Art, in its only US 
venue, is a remarkably accessible 
survey of a major modern artist 
(through Feb. 22.) Info at sfmo- 
ma.org.

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Loving without borders 

Terry Baum's 'Two Fools' finds gold at Theatre Rhino

1 racie is a Muni lesbian. She 
4 ;' has vowed never to start a 
relationship with anyone 
who lives more than 45 minutes 
away on public transportation. 
But before you can say, “Inbound 
train approaching,” she’s fallen in 
love with someone for whom 
KLM are not the trains to the Cas¬ 



tro, but the airline to her new girl¬ 
friend’s home in Amsterdam. 

Theatre Rhino is reviving 
Terry Baum’s play Two Fools, first 
seen in 1996 and more timely 
than ever in 2004. The play delves 
into the issue of the near-impos¬ 
sible situation facing a US citizen 
who wants to build a life in this 
country with a same-sex partner 
from another. 

But while this issue hovers 
over Gracie and Luna throughout 
the 90-minute play, it would be 
unfair to call Two Fools an issue 
play. It is a funny/sad look at a 
particular relationship rocked and 
steadied by the personal and cul¬ 
tural idiosyncrasies of its players. 
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Grade is an aspiring San Fran¬ 
cisco writer who believes every¬ 
thing is grist for her creative mill. 
This includes recording in jour¬ 
nals every beat of her new rela¬ 
tionship. This unnerves the Costa 
Rican-born Luna, who believes in 
living in the moment. As Gracie 
says to Luna, “I’m a doer, and 
you’re a be-er.” 

Baum has created complex 
characters whose inability to turn 
their passions into a stable part¬ 
nership rings with painful truth. 
Tightly written, with the lines be¬ 
tween comedy and drama always 
shifting, the play is sharply direct¬ 
ed by Bobbi Ausubel on a simple 
but attractive set by Jay Lasnik. 

Emily Rosenthal and Adelina 
Anthony are excellent as Gracie 
and Luna, convincingly commu¬ 
nicating the characters’ steamy 
passions while revealing layers of 
strengths and weaknesses. 

In some ways, Two Fools is an 
unusual lesbian play. In fact, “les¬ 
bian play” may be something of a 
misnomer. This is a play about 
two individuals in love who are 
trying to beat the odds. Only, in

this case, the odds are consider¬ 
ably longer than any heterosexual 
couples must face. It’s drama pro¬ 
voked by prejudice. ▼

Supreme Uneasiness: Inces¬ 
sant Portrait of Fernando 
Vallejo After watching acclaimed 
Colombian novelist Fernando 
Vallejo trash his tragic country 
seven ways to Sunday, I came 
away from this haunting docu¬ 
mentary with a song in my heart. 
Our Lady of the Assassins was Bar- 
bet Schroeder’s incisive love story 
based on Vallejo’s novel about an 
aging Colombian writer who re¬ 
turns to his native Medellin to die, 
only to take up with two gun-tot¬ 
ing teenage boys. Supreme Uneasi¬ 
ness, divided into parable-like 
chapters by its director Luis Os- 
pina, is Vallejo 101, detailing his 
aborted film career and his ere 1 
ation of sprawling, first-person 
novels hailed for their use of lan¬ 
guage and the absence of any eas¬ 
ily digestible political ideas. Valle¬ 
jo considers all Colombian politi¬ 


cians to be leeches, exploiters and 
pond-scum. He refuses to senti¬ 
mentalize the poor, and despises 
Fidel Castro, “an evil man” whom 
he accuses of funding an insur¬ 
gency now fueled by drugs. 

The film’s not-to-be-missed 
moment consists of Vallejo 
preparing a pan-fried meal for his 
14-year-old pooch, then brushing 
his teeth. Vallejo’s innate sadness 
is underlined as Ospina films him 
on a visit to his boyhood home, 
walking through the now-empty 
rooms where his father and 
brother died prematurely. The 
only question this diverting film 
leaves you with is, Where’s Valle¬ 
jo’s Nobel Prize for Literature?

Whore A mix of fact and fiction 
that never quite cooks, but for a 
Castro audience never adverse to 
sex talk, Whore’ s 88 minutes will 
flow by smoothly.

copyright against a predatory 
British ad firm. But the film loses 
its way in a series of false endings.

came up with,” Zaks said, “it really 
makes you appreciate what they 
did with the source material.” 

Zaks never saw the original 
off-Broadway production of Little 
Shop, nor did he see La Cage aux 
Folles during its first Broadway 
run, or any production of Guys 
and Dolls before he turned it into 
a Broadway smash all over again. 

“I sort of pretend that these 
shows were just written yesterday, 
and then they handed them to 
me,” Zaks said. “I come to these 
older shows not as an old fan, but 
as someone who is just discover¬ 
ing them.” 

Jersey side 

Although he grew up in Pater¬ 
son, NJ., just a short bus ride from 
Manhattan, Broadway might as 
well have been located on the 
moon. “My dad was a kosher 
butcher, and my mom helped him. 
They came from Poland, Holocaust 
survivors, and were not sophisti¬ 
cated, theater-going folk at all.” 

It wasn’t until his sophomore 
year at Dartmouth that he saw his 
first musical. “I had a blind date 
during Winter Carnival, and 
someone suggested I take her to 
see Wonderful Town. My life ab¬ 
solutely changed that evening. It 
was just an explosion of joy, lights, 
music, and humor. Then, of 
course, doing musicals as a 
straight actor, you’re surrounded 
by all these women, and you begin 


to realize that this is better than 
medical school.” 

It wasn’t until his first profes¬ 
sional acting job that Zaks learned 
that gay people really existed. “I 
was in a traveling children’s the¬ 
ater troupe, and when we were 
coming into one town, the two 
guys I was traveling with started 
whispering. It started making me 
tremendously paranoid. I said, 
‘Look, if I did something that 
pissed you off, let me know.’ My 
roommate looked at me for the 
longest time, and he said, ‘Jerry, 
some of us are gay, and some of us 
are straight.”And what the guys 
had been doing was discussing the 
various bars they would hit that 
evening. They felt a little uncom¬ 
fortable talking about it in front 
of me. We were all a little bit up¬ 
tight back then.” 

But now, Zaks says, the gay and 
straight worlds so overlap that, in 
the theater at least, differences 
have become insignificant. “And 
yet you have resistance to the no¬ 
tion of gay marriage, and that is 
really inexplicable to me.” 

Working on La Cages aux 
Folles has only further fixed his 
views on this topic. “It’s the story 
of a 20-year-old marriage threat¬ 
ened by a son’s selfishness. You 
can fill in straight, and you can fill 
in gay. But it’s a marriage, period.”

ACT revives Stoppard's The Real Thing'

he Real Thing is said to be the 
rare Tom Stoppard play with 
a beating heart in addition to 
a racing mind. That may be why, 
commercially speaking, it is his 
most successful play. But that 
doesn’t make it an easy play for 
audiences or the theater compa¬ 
nies who present it. 

At ACT, where Stoppard is a 
regular commodity, the results are 
disappointingly spotty. It doesn’t 
help that it’s housed in J.B. Wilson’s 
minimalist set, designed to evoke a 
Rothko abstract, but mainly com¬ 
municating unattractive thrift. But 
the bigger problem is with a pro¬ 
duction that misses the necessary 
combination of heat and clarity in 
Stoppard’s torrent of words. 

Things begin uneasily at the 
top of the first act, where director 
Carey Perloff has her actors prac¬ 
tically shouting to signal the not- 
yet-revealed theatrical artifice of 
that scene. It turns out to be part 
of a play about adultery within a 
play about the dilemmas of rela¬ 
tionships. 

Unfortunately, the actors play¬ 
ing these actors — Stephen Caf- 
frey and Diana LaMar — lack the 
presence and edge to spark either 
the first scene or their work as off¬ 
stage actors as the play continues. 
The good news is that these char¬ 
acters make way in the second act 
for those played by the consider¬ 
ably more interesting Rene Auge- 
sen and Marco Barricelli. 

Barricelli plays Henry, a suc¬ 
cessful London playwright and 
the author of the play within the 
play. In the first act, he is married 
to Charlotte (LaMar) and sleeping 
with Annie (Augesen). In the sec¬ 
ond act, Henry and Annie are 
now married, and the issues of 
adultery that Henry raised in his

play are now unfolding in his own 
living room. Is Annie having an 
affair with a young actor, and if 
so, does it mean the marriage 
must crumble? 

Stoppard is at his best, as are 
Barricelli and Augusen in these 
scenes, as he plows into discus¬ 
sions of commitment. Is it only a 
bargain needing to be renegotiat¬ 
ed every day, or more like con¬ 
crete that can withstand all forms 
of abuse? Most likely, as the char¬ 
acters spar and repair, it’s a little 
of both. 

This production makes good 
use of students from ACT’s acting 
program, including Allison Jean 
White as Henry and Charlotte’s 
benignly rebellious daughter, 
Andy Butterfield as the brash 
young actor chasing Annie, and 
Clayton B. Hodges as a political 


rabble-rouser whose cause Annie 
has adopted to Henry’s dismay. 

Henry, being a playwright, is 
the most obvious stand-in for 
Stoppard. This certainly seems 
true when Henry rues “the fate of 
all artists,” which is people saying 
“they preferred the early ones.” 

Stoppard wrote those words 22 
years ago, which I guess makes 
The Real Thing one of “the early 
ones” audiences remember with a 
fondness denied newer works. But 
yanked from the glow of memo¬ 
ry, ACT’s staging doesn’t make 
much of a case for this preferen¬ 
tial status. ▼

ere’s something new in 
erotic movies: the Porn- 
fomercial. A spate of recent 
flicks all have product to plug. A 
Rim with a View demonstrates a 
rim chair which turns out to be 
fictitious. Totally real, though, are 
Manhunt.The Movie, which pro¬ 
motes an Internet hook-up site by 
providing purchasers a free 
month’s membership, and Buck- 
leRoos, which pushes a belt buck¬ 
le and a magazine. Today’s movie, 
Chi Chi LaRue’s Bolt, is from Ras¬ 
cal Video. “Being the most ambi¬ 
tious Rascal release to date,” we’re 
told by the PR, “ Bolt required the 
accessories and marketing tools to 
match.” 

So it’s “the first adult title to be 
simultaneously released with a toy 
especially crafted for the pro¬ 
duction.” But The Bolt, 
heavy-weighted and thick, 
ribbed with screw 
threads, isn’t just a dildo. 

“It’s a chrome-plated 
collectible from the 
movie.” Ah, a collectible. 

My first inclination to¬ 
ward The 
Bolt was to 
sit on it. 

But a col¬ 
lectible needs a display case with 
greater visibility than my ass. 
Guess I’ll have to put The Bolt in 
a vitrine. What’s next, porn ac¬ 
tion-figures? 

Besides the collectible dildo, a 
poster, and a forthcoming Bolt 
coffeetable book, there are five 
differing editions of the movie. 
There’s a single-disc condensa¬ 
tion, and the Expanded 3-disc set 
(the version I’m reviewing). The 
Deluxe Hardware pack adds The 
Bolt dildo, “immaculately pack¬ 
aged in a Bolt Tool Case.” TLA 
Video offers both the latter with 
expanded contents, including 
“the much talked-about Pee Car 
Wash.” 

But what about the movie? I’m 
so glad you asked. Bolt opens with 
a narrative crawl: “In the not so 
distant future, sex is ruled by a 
certain few. The rebels live only to 
serve those who command.” This 
just isn’t a sound premise. The 



rebels, by definition, would resist 
having sex with the “certain few.” 
Yet a captured rebel heartily en¬ 
joys the sexual abuse that makes 
him reveal where the rebels are 
holed up. Then, when the rebels 
are captured, they are 
sooooo happy to have 
every kind of sex 
with their captors. 
Yet there’s more than 
i just the scenario 
that’s askew. Bolt re¬ 
visits LaRue’s Link se¬ 
ries, sportfuck sextrava- 
ganzas 
with a 
cast of 
thou¬ 
sands. It has 23 top-notch guys 
having aggressively nasty sex. But 
here’s the flaw in LaRue’s large- 
scale movies: the brand of nasti¬ 
ness he mines has an impersonal 
stolidity that mistakes ill-humor 
for strength. The tone is set in Bolt 
by the testy mood of The Com¬ 
mando, who barks at his staff. 
They;in turn, bark at their under¬ 
lings, and the general disgruntle- 
ment colors their sex. It’s strong, 
alright, in an unyielding way. 
You’d think they’d be happy to be 
in control of sex. So the story’s 
hook is illogical, and self-defeat¬ 
ing. The typical porn-world script 
is credited to Chris Steele with 
Ms. LaRue, and they should have 
given it more thought. 

Point and click 

The movie’s best sequence is 
the opener, in which Zak Spears 
and Johnny Hazzard surmount 
the snarly characterizations of the 


script by really clicking together. 
They’re hot. Hazzard has less luck 
with Lane Gear in the second 
scene. They throw their all into 
having heavyweight sex, but lack¬ 
ing that interpersonal click, it’s an 
act. 

This is followed by Tag Adams’ 
“interrogation” at the hands of 
Gus Mattox and a team of six 
henchmen, who punish him in 
the caustic manner that always 
gets the groveling star heated up. 
May I suggest that the line, “We 
have ways of making you talk,” 
needs to be banished from porn, 
mostly because it usually means 
the captive’s mouth is immediate¬ 
ly stuffed with cock. This makes 
speech difficult, if not impossible. 
But who’d want to talk when 
there’s cock to be sucked? Besides, 
the idea of cocksucking as pun¬ 
ishment for a gay man is incredu¬ 
lous. It’s the threat of hetero sex 
that might loosen a guy’s tongue. 
Stick his face in a pussy, and he’ll 
come up quite loquacious. 

Yet the scene rises above its set¬ 
up with cumulative force, aided 
greatly by Eddie Stone’s enthusi¬ 
astic Reverse Cowboy atop Owen 
Hawk’s thick tool. Lotsa fuck en¬ 
ergy in a small room; it worked 
for me. But this is undercut by a 
lack of continuity, which switches 
to conclusion instead of attaining 
it. This is especially perturbing in 
the hour-long, 11-man orgy that 
concludes the movie. There’s a 
group suckathon, followed by a 
lengthy, impressive use of The 
Bolt collectible on a quiveringly 
receptive Anthony Shaw and 
more inwardly ecstatic Sebastian 
Tauza, and a final fuckarama. It’s 
intense action all the way, but the 
individual sections don’t flow to¬ 
gether toward climax. 

Lastly, although the crisp 
videography catches all the sights, 
it’s horrendously marred by its 
nearly constant anti-gravitational 
point of view. People just don’t 
stand on the walls, Chi Chi. If you 
want to get both the face and 
crotch in the frame, pull back! 
Though Bolt is LaRue in full at¬ 
tack mode, the three non-stop 
hours of sex it hurtles at us could 
have been personally involving,

Macabre and 
Sound Tribe 

A t opening night of Gyorgy Ligeti’s Le Grand Macabre , what 
must be the most outre production ever mounted at our glo¬ 
rious Opera House delivered a most outlandish and com¬ 
pletely flabbergasting portrayal of the Apocalypse. Or, almost Apoc¬ 
alypse. The bad guy couldn’t quite deliver the final blow, and so we 
get a break in the end. Smiles all around and all that. Everyone could 
breathe a sigh of relief. Death proved to be a wimp. 

Nonetheless, what an amazing apocalypse Ligeti imagined, and 
how brilliantly the SF Opera delivered! In the mysterious, hopeless¬ 
ly screwed-up kingdom of Breughelland, everyone is completely 
whacked. They revel in filth, rudeness, bawdy sex (frequently simu¬ 
lated with gusto on-stage), deceit, hallucinogenic visions and doom 
and gloom. It’s a drugged out world they live in — one of the main 
characters is even named Mescalina! 

Cynical references to such nefarious modern-day apocalyptic in¬ 
ventions as “The Patriot Act” got big applause from the surprising¬ 
ly animated and appreciative audience, which was fleshed out with 
666 of scene promoter Ggreg Taylor’s Burning Man friends, all 
decked out in eye-popping freak outfits. 

Le Grand Macabre's characters were all comic-book hilarious, 
styled to the teeth in crazy costumes set against dazzling post-post¬ 
modernist backdrops of decaying cityscapes, some reminiscent of the 
smoldering remains of the Twin Towers. The singers sang trash talk 
with gusto, replicated in full, un-censored detail in the supertitles. 

From a Burning Man-goer’s perspective, a good thing about Le 
Grand Macabre is that it wasn’t Pepe Ozan’s excruciating annual 
opera on the playa. The great thing about Le Grand Macabre is its 
music. It broke boundaries, bridged genres, experimented with zest 
and gave the composer, conductor, orchestra and singers a chance 
to chuck aside familiar classic opera/orchestral forms and embark 
on an original, uncharted musical journey. No soaring arias came 
our way, but we got consistently intriguing sound/noise experiments 
interspersed/intertwined with more traditional orchestral melodies. 
Le Grand Macabre is to modern opera what Sound Tribe Sector 9 is 
to electronic music — the cutting edge. 

And who are Sound Tribe Sector 9? They are emerging stars of 
the underground electronic/experimental scene, but unlike Moby, 
they actually rock and play electronics at the same time. They are 
David Phipps (keyboardist), Hunter Brown (guitar), Jeffrey Lemer 
(percussion), David Murphy (bass) and Zach Velmer (drums), all 
dynamic musicians and ultimate computer geeks living out every 
geek’s dream of being a rock star. They played The Fillmore over the 
weekend, and LA-based Lollapalooza publicist Laura Cohen was nice 
enough to get me and my yogi pal Stuart Siegel backstage for the 
show. That Saturday night opened with a local computer DJ duo 
“Telephone/Tel Aviv” playing two Apple laptops, and I could see why 
the Apple computer rep nearby was pleased; the DJs were blowing 
kids’ minds. Sound Tribe themselves played both instruments and 
an array of electronics, meshing and mixing sounds masterfully and 
putting on an orgasmic show complete with psychedelic light show 
galore. On both sides of the stage, on huge canvases facing the audi¬ 
ence, pairs of artists painted trippy scenes live, completing beautiful 
ly realized works by show’s end. Huge crystals on stage reflected the 
band’s New Age spirituality. Sound Tribe’s sets are entirely instru¬ 
mental, with no vocals, yet the crowd was adoring and starry eyed, 
especially swooning over Hunter’s good looks and great guitar licks. 

The five on-stage STS9 musicians are originally from Athens, 
Georgia, where the group still maintains a base; they now live in 
Santa Cruz and tour world-wide, having developed a huge Grateful 
Dead/Phish-like following that packs their concerts. The band pro¬ 
motes peace in a big way, and if apocalypse was looming in the out¬ 
side world, in The Fillmore, all was sweet harmony.

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Waiting for the fat lady to sing

I s there anyone left who doesn’t 
understand the power of tele¬ 
vision, and its make-or-break 
capabilities? 

Were there ever a question, 
that 1 lth-hour video from Osama 
bin Laden put it to rest.

Speaking of sitcoms, 
we are still trying to 
make up our mind 
about NBC’s queer 
cartoon, Father of the 
Pride. The gayest 
show on TV is LOL 
one week and falls 
flatter than 
Castro the 
next.

We 
love the queer animals and the 
aberrant sexuality of the straight 
ones, but the segments with 
Siegfried & Roy are very recherche.

Bobby Carnavale, who plays 
Will’s cop boyfriend on W&G, did 
a guest spot on the ever-cheesy 
Jimmy Kimmel Live the other 
night. Carnavale (who is straight) 
currently co-stars in Shall We 
Dance, where he plays Richard 
Gere’s partner in J-Lo’s dance hall.

Where was the psy¬ 
chologist to put these situations in 
perspective, to explain how denial 
and internalized homophobia 
work in tandem to create such 
marriages? Nor did Oprah make 
her usual plea for acceptance and 
equality. 

Soap dish 

Another disappointment came 
at the hands of a fave soap, One 
Life to Live, which has been intro¬ 
ducing queer issues all over the 
place. What happened to gay 


Mark? 

We applaud ABC for taking 
the leap no other network has, in¬ 
tegrating gay characters into two 
of their three soaps. But OLTL has 
been far less successful than sister 
soap All My Children, whose les¬ 
bian character Bianca Mont¬ 
gomery is a key player in the Pine 
Valley landscape and daughter of 
the show’s ostensible star, Erica 
Kane. 

Last week, OLTL finally intro¬ 
duced Marcie’s lo-ong talked 
about gay brother, Eric, whom 
Marcie and A1 just happened to 
run into in New York (it being 
such a small town). While Marcie 
was off meeting with her book ed¬ 
itor, A1 and Eric had a tete a tete 
over Eric’s impending marriage. 
When Eric declared that he and fi¬ 
ance James were planning to have 
children, A1 was distressed. Then 
Marcie reappeared, and instead of 
the three going out to dinner or 
drinks, Eric high-tailed it back to 
Boston. 

Considering that viewers have 
been hearing about but not actu¬ 
ally seeing Eric for months now, 
this would have been a prime op¬ 
portunity to introduce the char¬ 
acter. Eric couldn’t have stayed in 
town an extra hour to chat with 
his baby sister and her fiance?

Lesbian 

‘Winterreise’

he issue of voice type in 
Schubert’s Winterreise hasn’t 
kept a handful of women, 
great singers all, from taking it on. 
The critical consensus is that the 
greatest female Winterreise has 
been lesbian mezzo-soprano 
Brigitte Fassbinder’s psychologi¬ 
cally harrowing EMI recording, 
which belongs in every Schubert- 
lover’s collection. Now Calliope 
has come out with the first all¬ 
woman Winterreise, by contralto 
Nathalie Stutzmann and her con¬ 
cert partner of the last decade, pi¬ 
anist Inger Sodergren. I can’t 
prove this is a lesbian Winterreise, 
but then I can’t prove Schubert 
was gay, either. 

By the cycle’s second song, 
“Geforne Trane,” Stutzmann 
proves that her rich, true alto is 
the match for any man’s - and in 
real terms often lower than Ian 
Bostridge’s, heard here last 
month. What’s clear throughout 
is that she is competing with no 
other singer. She gfves an indi¬ 
vidual interpretation that stu¬ 
diously avoids archness and ec¬ 
centricity. The way she fuses 
word to note leaves no doubt she 
has lived with the music long 
and feels it deeply. She works 
with a rich palette of vocal col¬ 



ors, all of them used to make 
strong musical and dramatic 
points. It’s singing of equal parts 
subtlety and strength. 

Sodergren is at her keenest in 
the aggressive, churning music of 
“Riickblick,” in which the singer is 
most forthright about the physi¬ 
cal pain of her winter journey. 
Their mastery of this unfath- 
omably great score is incon¬ 
testable. The question, as with all 
accounts of Winterreise, is does 
their interpretation penetrate the 
soul of this singularly dark work? 
With every listening, I find it 
more refined, more natural, more 
convincing, more moving. 

While it charts the horrid path 
into the heart of darkness any great 
Winterreise must, it consistently 
chooses unaffected artistic honesty 
over psychopathology. It’s always 
heartfelt, ultimately heart-break¬ 
ing, and, so, the real thing. T
